WAR. 
ENGLAND LETS SLAP HER DOGS.

Lonpon, March 30.—England’s blood is 
up, and unless Russia humiliates herself to 
an unheard of degree, nothing can avert 
war. I have shown in these dispatches that 
war was merely a question of time, though 
the prevalent impression hitherto has been 
that England intended delaying decisive ac- 
tion for several months, in the hope of ex- 
hausting Russia's finances in the meantime, 
but the failure of the négotiations for a 
Congress, owing to the unexpected firmness 
of Russia, 
HAS PRECIPITATED WARLIKE MOVEMENTS 
on England’s part. Orders have been sent 
to the British Admiral commanding the Med. 
iterranean fleet in the Sea of Marmora to 
patrol the Dardanelles and Bosphorus with 
or without Turkish consent, and to use such 
pressure, in unison with the British Minister 
at Constantinople, as to force the Porte to 
resist the demands and encroachments of the 
Russian Grand Duke. Should Turkey ac. 
quiesce, it is hoped to be able 
TO KEEP THE RUSSIANS AWAY 
from both the Dardanelles and the Bosphorus 
until Engligh troops can arrive from Malta 
and England. All arrangements for embark- 
ing 30,000 men at Chatham, Portsmouth, and 
Plymouth have been completed, and within 
fifteen days they can be disembarked at Gal- 
lipoli. There are also 12,000 men at Malta 
ready for active service, not including the 
men who can be spared from the fleet. I

within the coming month, without regard 
to Russia’s action. Then if Russia, by any 
possibility, should back down, war will be

Wasuinorton, D. C., March 27.—The Senate 
Committee on Railroads will undoubtedly dis- 
pose of the bill extending the time for the com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific Railroad to- 
morrow, by agreeing to the substitute which has 
been prepared.

POLITICAL. 


CLEVELAND. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, March 29.—While the Demo- 
crats in this city have been notorious for the 
terribly poor selections they have invariably 
made in time past for ward offices, they are 
outshining themseives this year in their own 
particular line. Two of the candidates for 
Councilmen are at present under indictment 
for criminal offenses in the Common Pleas 
Court. The crime charged in both cases is 
similar. It is alleged that funds which had 
been intrusted to their care had been misap- 
plied, and they are accordingly charged with 
embezzlement. They may be taken from the 
Council Chamber during the next term of 
Court and confined in the Penitentiary, sbould 
they be fortunate enough to be elected, which 
isextremely doubtful. One of these ntle- 
men has also just passed through a bankruptcy 
proceeding, having been formerly largely en- 
gaged in business, and by his failure mauy peo- 
ple were beaten out of their jast dues. 

One young man, a leader in his ward, who 
was elected a delegate to the City Democratic 
Convention which assembled yesterday, was ar- 
rested just before time for the Convention to 
begin, and taken before Squire Nicola to answer 
to the charge of bastardy. He had no answer 
to make, and was bound over to appear in the 
Common Pleas Court. It is pow thought that 
the case will be settled by the young Democrat 
marrying the complainant in the case. 

Politics, otherwise than this, is quite dull. 
But little interest is manifested in the election 
but a large amount of attention is concentra 
— the Democratic plot to capture the City 

overpment. It was first concocted by a secret 
Democratic organization known as the Jeffer- 
son Club, and has been pushed in every way 
during the entire winter. But there were fonnd 
some respectable men in the Legislature, and 
some especially who had in the past voted 
against permitting the Governor to appoint 
municipal officers. These men hope to run for 
Congress some time, and do not wish to compli- 
cate their record. 

Thestate of affairs at present is just this:

DEATH IN THE SNOW.

Mrs. Hardin, living near Bijou Basin, had 
been left alone with her two children just be- 
fore the stofm cameon. Mr. Hardin, her hus- 
band, was called away, not thinking that on 
his return he would find himself robbed of wife 
and children by the dread storm king. The snow 
drifted and the wind howled about the house 
where the family were sheltered.

The snow fell 
through the chimney and smothered the fire, 
and, after an hour’s effort to keep herself and 
the children warm, the mother, growing dis- 
tracted brooding over the possible result of 
the storm, and wondering at her husband’s 
long absence, gathered her children in her 
arms and ventured out into the storm, intend- 
ing to make an effort to reach the house of her 
father-in-law, which was three miles distant. 
The struggles of the heroic mother will never 
be known, for the next day her lifeless body 
was found buried in the snow, 72 ing in its 
cold, deadly embrace, the form the two 
children, who had shared her fate. The unfor- 
tunate ones must have become blinded by the 
fast-falling snow, and, overcome by the bitter 
cold wind, had set down to rise no more.

DEATH BY DROWNING.

An Alleged Histery of President Hayes 
Efferts in Hehalf of Anderson, 
Telegram to New Orleans Times. , 

Washinoton, March 26.—There has-been 9 
good deal of general talk about the 
made by the President to save Anderson 
Wells trom the Penitentiary, which might have 
had a slight tinge of truth, but in many partic 
ulars the current rumors are incorrect. . 

Since the matter is ended, it may not be im- 
proper to give the inside of the mattef. 

All through the month of February, the Pres- 
ident was beset by his friends to take some 
active steps to avert the fate which seemed to be 
hanging over the Retdfning Board. 

It was strongly urged upon him by men like 
Hall, Garfield, Gen. White, and others, that the 
country looked upon these men as martyrs; 
that the vote of Louisiana had been saved for 
him by the extremest means, and that common 
gratitude, if not public policy, required that the 
President should not ait idly by and see the 
men who had counted the vote of Louisiama for 
the Republicans sent to the Penitentiary with- 
out doing something to prevent it. To these 
entreaties, backed dy dis es from the Re- 
turning Board, the President steadfastly replied 
that there was nothing ne could do. 

The Attorney-General had been instructed to

Seme Interesting Statements in Regard to 
How Its Editor Conducted the Freed- 
men’s Bureau at Washington. 

To the Editor af The Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 23.—Since Gen. 
Charles H. Howard, of the Chicago Advance, 
has taken it upon himself to pass upon what 
he pleases to consider the moral shortcomings 
of Tun Trrscne, it may interest you to know 
what the training and the practices of the relig- 
Yous editor were just before he became con- 
nected with the Advance. He graduated into 
this peculiar exponent of religion from the po- 
sition of Assistant-Commissioner of the Freed- 
men’s Bureau for the District of Columbia. He 
had been a staff officer under his brother, Gen, 
O. O. Howard, during the War, and arrived bere 
poor, but honest, as his friends contend, soon 
after the close of the War. Bya few years of 
economy, upon a moderate Government salary, 
he was able to go West to Chicago with what- 
ever was necessary to establish him in his ro- 
ligious newspaper aud in his very comfortable 
mode of living in your city. 

As Conimissioner, he set up an establishment 
which far outdid the general headquarters and 
force of the Bureau itself.

It is stated that the Turks have abandoned 
Kavak, a fortified post at the Black Sea en- 
trance of the Bosphorus. The cable dis- 
patch fails to mention in whose favor the 
relinguishment is made, but it is to be pre- 
sumed that Russia has successfully negotiated 
for a position of great value in the event of 
a movement toward the Black Sea by the 
British fleet. 


‘The Marquis of SaLIsnUnr and Lord Lyons 
are talked of in London as sugcessors of 
Lord Drunr in the Cabinet. As it happens 
that Lyons is a Liberal, there is no probabil- 
ity of his being mvited into a Conservative 
Cabinet. Salon has the right politics, 
but he is not regarded as a man of practical 
wisdom and reliability. If he is called into 
Drnnr's position, it will be because the war 
Party is short of distinguished Peers. 

A new style of torpedo has been invented 
by an officer in the United States Navy, and 
the infernal machine so deeply impressed 
Secretary Taompson with its fine points that 
he has communicated the matter to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, which in 
turn agree to report a bill giving the inventor 
$60,000 for the sole use of his patent. En- 
gland or Russia would give twice as much to 
get hold of a torpedo that possessed de- 
structive merits of a high order.

It would reach all classes alike, 
not discriminating in favor of Mr. JoxN 
Roacs or any other unfortunate beggar, re- 
quiring the intervention of no lobby, and 
demanding neither renewal nor increase. It 
would be, in short, the subsidy which nature 
gives to thrift, intelligence, and energy 
everywhere. This operates in all unre- 
stricted commerce to reward the deserving 
and distribute profits evenly among them. 
The Mobile Convention will do less than its 
duty if it does not recommend the granting 
of such a subsidy to the ship-owners of the 
country. 


The report of a day or two ago of a de- 
mand by Russia for the withdrawal of the 
English fleet from the Sea of Marmora 
proves to have been premature but not 
without foundation. Information is now 
communicated from Constantinople that 
such a demand has been made, and that it 
has been refused. The Porte seems to have 
acted merely as a neutral agent for the 
transmission of Russia s ultimatum to the 
British Ambassador, without attempting to 
exercise any authority in the premises. 
Laranp's reply is said to have been handed 
to Gen. Neuixorr without remark.” Tur- 
key has thus far nothing to say on 
either side of the question, though it is 
difficult to perceive how it is possible to 
avoid being drawn into the quarrel. To En- 
gland's insolent refusal to withdraw the fleet 
except the Russian troops are first retired 
from the environs of Constantinople, the 
Porte makes no response, and, if the chal- 
lenge is accepted, Russia alone must take it 
up. The continued pressure of the iron- 
clads within a few hours’ sail of the city 
after this formal demand for their withdraw- 
al necessitates energetic measures upon the 
part of Russia to secure control of the Bos 
phorus, and, by torpedoes or other means, to 
bar the passage of an enemy's ships of 
war into the Black Sea. There seems 
no escape from a conflict as the outcome of 
this critical position of affairs. Russia, oc- 
cupying the suburbs of Constantinople by 
virtue of conquest and treaty; cannot enter- 
tain any proposition looking to the departure 
of her troops at England’s dictation. Both 
the fleet and the army will remain, and the 
maintenance of peaceful relations between 
the two forces for any length of time, in the 
present excited state of feeling in London 
and St. Petersburg, is beyond the range of 
possibility.

Some persons of good memory may recall 
the fact that, during the summer and early 
fall of 1876, pending the Presidential cam- 
Tue Trrsune contained an occasional 
allusion to Mr. Tr.pen’s income-tax matters, 
illustrated by certain extracts printed in par- 
allel columns, which seemed to indicate that 
Mr. Tom (then known under the nom de 
guerre of ‘*‘ Usufruct”) had not that scru- 
pulous regard for his word under oath which 
the morals of the time should exact from a 
President of the United States. One of the 
two extracts thus printed two or three times 
in Taz Tune was a copy of Mr. Tr.pzn’s 
sworn return of an income of about $7,000 
for the year 1862; the other was another 
affidavit made by Mr. Tn in athen recent 
railroad suit which showed that he had 
charged one client alone about $20,000 
during the course of that year. For making 
a slight reference once in a while to this 
der oath, Tux Trinunez was very generally 
denounced by the Democratic newspapers 
and Democratic ‘‘ reformers,” and charged 
with making improper inferences and 
trumping up unwarranted charges for cam- 
paign purposes. But it was notable that, 
with all the campaign literature issued by 
the Liberty Street Bureau,” under the im- 
mediate supervision of Mr. Torx, there 
was not a single document that was able to 
put a fair and honest construction upon the 
** double-column exposure. 

A little later on, suit was instituted against 
Mr. Sammy Tu, who was still a Presi- 
dential candidate, to recover for the Govern- 
ment the which it was alleged Mr. TI 
DEN was in arrears for his income, not only 
for the year 186 but for all the other years 
during which an income tax was levied. 
Then there was a hue and cry of persecu- 
tion. It was proclaimed that Grant was 
using the powers of the Administration to 
‘blacken the character of the Democratic 
candidate, and assist in the election of the 
Republican candidate as his successor. Mr. 
Tr. affected to laugh at the suit, and his 
friends and supporters predicted that it 
would be dismissed as soon as the 
campaign was over. So it might 
have been, perhaps, if Mr. Tip had been 
inducted into the Presidential office, and 
had thus been enabled, to choose his own 
prosecuting law-officers. But the escape 
from TILDEN as President affords a new op- 
portunity for congratulation in that he was 
not permitted to appoint the counsel on 
both sides in the Government suit instituted 
against him. The result is that the suit 
was prosecuted, has been decided in the 
District Court against Mr. Torx, and 
promises to produce $138,142 revenue for

This was a plea similar to the other, except 
that it involved no falsification of the re- 
turns under oath. But Judge BiaTcurorp 
has taken a somewhat different view from 
that held by Mr. TDax of the rights of 
the Government and the duties of good citi- 
zenship. He has decided that Mr. TDR is 
clearly liable for the tax on the entire amount 
of his income over legal exemptions for the 
years named, his partial returns and pay- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
law points may be briefly stated. The 
income tax was levied by the statute itself in 
fixing a certain percentage, and the Govern- 
ment cannot be concluded by the individual 
return of the taxpayer or the action of the 
Assessor; the suit against Mr. TiLpeEn is not 
for any amount of tax which was paid, nor 
for any tax assessed, but for taxes due under 
the statute which was not returned, assegsed, 
or pid. It has been held that the taxpayer, 
if too large a tax has been assessed against 
him, may maintain an aotion against the 
Government; so Judge BTATrcuronb reason- 
ably concludes that If an assessment may 
be questioned by the taxpayer in a suit 
brought by him to recover back taxes paid 
according to the assessment, and in a suit 
brought by the United States against him on 
the assessment, it is difficult to see why, in 
a case where the United States are claiming 
to recover taxes omitted from the assessment, 
the assessment should be regarded as con- 
clusive against the United States.” Of 
course, if such were the law, their conceal- 
ment, mistake, neglect, or collusion between 
taxpayer and Assessor would not only de- 
prive the Government of the tax to which it 
is lawfully entitled, but it would also give 
taxpayers who swear to false returns an ad- 
vantage over those who swear to the truth. 
Judge Biatcurorp refused to sanction such 
a distortion of the law for the benefit of Mr. 
TILDEN. 

This decision is important on many ac- 
counts. In its political bearings, it justifies 
the Republican press that warned the coun- 
try against the election of Mr. Torx, be- 
cause it would be a national disgrace to have 
the chief office of the nation occupied by a 
person who had defrauded the Government 
of its dues during a succession of many 
years. Nationally, it is a lesson that high 
position and great wealth cannot always be 
depended on to secure immunity for wrong- 
doing. Financially, it is a promise of nearly 
$140,000 revenue for the Government which 
had been lost, and perhaps even more than 
that may be recovered from others under the 
same construction of law. Finally, it is to 
a large extent a confirmation of the lack of 
character charged upon Mr. Tripen, which 
will probably save the necessity of making 
another campaign against that gentleman as 
a Presidential candidate. 

A DISCRIMINATING TARIFF. 

Sir Joun A. Macponaup, ex-Premier of 
Canada, who was ousted for alleged connec- 
tion with a Pacific Railway Credit Mobilier, 
has laid his plans to regain popularity by ad- 
vocating a discriminating tariff against the 
United States. A resolution introduced by 
him in Parliament with this object in view 
reads as follows : 

Resolved, That this Honse is of opinion that the 
welfare of Canada requires the adoption of a na- 
tional policy which. by a readjustment of the tar- 
iff, will benefit and foster the agricultural, the 
manhfacturing, and other interests of the Domin- 
ion.| That such a policy would retain in Canada 
thousands of our fellow-countrymen now obliged 
to expatriate themselves in search of the employ- 
ment denied them at home—will restore prosperity 
to our struggling industries, now so sadly depress- 
ed—will prevent Canada from being made a sacri- 
fice market—will encourage and — 1 an active 
intesprovincial trade—and moving (as it ought to 
do) im the direction of reciprocity of tariffs with 
our 4 so far as the varied interests of 

may de 


Canada mand. will greatly tend to procure 
for this country eventually a reciprocity of trade. 


The main purpose of Macponaup’s plan, it 
is evident, is to procure reciprocity from the 
United States; and it proceeds on the theory 
that this country will be induced by intimi- 
dation to grant concessions which it has de- 
nied to importunity and argument. We be- 
lieve this conception of the disposition of 
the United States to be erroneous. Canadian 
trade is comparatively so small a part of our 
commerce that the loss of it would not affect 
the prosperity of our merchants or manufac- 
turers. Noris there any reason to suppose 
that it would be lost unless the Canadian 
tariff should be raised so high as to be prac- 
tically prohibitory. The advantage of situa- 
tion possessed by the United States would 
secure it the Canadian market against any 
ordinary discrimination in tariff-rates. If, 
however, the Canadians should be prevailed 
upon by Sir Jounw Macponatp to make the 
tariff prohibitory so far as the United States 
were concerned, they would only look 
for the adoption of measures which 
would exclude them from the markets of the 
United States, while they would be obliged 
to pay, for the gratification of their pride 
and resentment, the difference on all articles 
which they can now purchase in the United 
States with profit, but which, under the new 
arrangement, they would have to bring from 
over seas. This would be a policy worthy of 
the old American Administrations which im- 
posed a commercial embargo on the people 
of this try, but it would scarcely be 
worthy of an enlightened age and. nation. 
It is to be noticed that Sir Joun Macpoy- 
ALD’s resolution is self-contradictory, inas- 
much as it provides both for the encourage- 
ment of home manufacturers and future 
reciprocity with the United States. What, 
it may be asked, can be the object of en- 
couraging home manufacturers by protection 
if the protection is shortly to be destroyed, 
as it would be by the adoption of a reci- 
procity treaty? 

The conduct of the Canadian people with 
reference to reciprocity indicates that they 
have a large infusion of the canny Scotch 
element, whose cunning too often overreaches 
itself. Ihe conditions of reciprocity be- 
tween enlightened nations is common advan- 
tage, but the aim of Canada in all the nego- 
tiations she has advanced to this end seems 
to have been her own gain and the loss of 
the United States. Every proposition thus 
far made is based on the idea that salt, lum- 
ber, and agricultural products are the only 
staples to be exchanged, whereas these are 
precisely the articles that Canada can send 
into the United States advantageously, while 
they cannot be exported, generally speaking, 
from the United States to Canada. We en- 
deavored to show in a series of articles on 
this subject some months ago that 
the true basis of adjustment of com- 
mercial relations between the two coun- 
tries was a Zolverem union, which 
would destroy the customs barrier now 
stretched along the frontier, save the enor- 
mous costs of collection, and promote friend- 
ship between the two countries. Such a

It would 
not be injurious, either, to American farm- 
ers, for so far as Canadian grain was ad- 
mitted to our markets it would operate to in- 
crease the surplus now available for exporta- 
tion; and as the price is regulated by the 
Liverpool quotation the total avails of the 
crop would be as large then as now. This is 
the only just, the only reasonable, customs 
arrangement that can be devised between 
Canada and the United States. The Oana- 
dians may as well come to this opinion now 
as any time. It will be wasteful and fool- 
ish for them to discriminate against the 
United States in the hope that they can bully 
this country into a spurious reciprocity. We 
are surprised that the Canadian legislators 
should so persistently mistake their voca- 
tion as to suppose that, in so plain a busi- 
ness matter, cunning is desirable or possible. 
If they gad learned long ago the art of not 
standing in their own light, they would be 
much nearer the realization of their hopes 
thanthey are now. If they had not taken 
advantage of the old treaty, which provided 
only for the free interchange of raw prod- 
ucts, to raise the rates on our manufac- 
tures, it might still have been in force. If 
they had not fraudulently procured an exorbi- 
tant award of damages to be paid by the 
United States for the fisheries concession, or 
if they had not brought forward this last 
measure of retaliation and petty spite, they 
would be in a better position to urge their 
claims when reciprocity is again considered 
by our Government.

THE ENGLISH “RESERVES.” 

A misunderstanding may arise in the 
minds of the uninformed as to the meaning 
of the British Cabinet decision in calling out 
the army and militia reserves,—13,000 of the 
former and 26,000 of the latter. Casual 
readers may suppose that the British Gov- 
ernment intend merely to place in the field 
this force, which appears ridiculously small 
compared with the number of Russian troops 
already under arms. Such an idea would be 
quite erroneous. The army system of Great 
Britain comprises the regulars and reserves. 
We have several times published in detail 
the strength of the regular army, numbering 
nearly 200,000 of all ranks, and it is not nec- 
essary to recapitulate the figures again. It 


should be understood, however, that in case 


of war the whole regular army will be em- 
ployed first in action. The calling out of 
the reserves means, merely, that they are to 
be placed in readiness to follow the army 
to the field, if necessary. Now, as to 
the reserves. They are divided into several 
classes. The first-class army reserve, al- 
luded to in our yesterday's dispatch, con- 
sists, first, of men who, after a service cf 
not lessthan three years in the ranks, have 
been passed into the reserve to complete the 
unexpired portion of their engagement; and, 
second, of soldiers who have been discharged 
by purchase or on completion of limited en- 
gagement, and have enrolled themselves for 
five years. In peace time they may be 
called out for twelve days’ trainfhg annually, 
or to aid the civil power; in case of war or 
national danger, they may .be recalled to 
service by proclamation and attached to any 
regiment or corps of their own branch of 
the service, or formed into separate corps. 
Probably the latter plan will be adopted in 
this instance; At any rate, they become in 
all respects soldiers of the regular army, and 
are liable for service at home and abroad 
and until the completion of their term of 
enlistment. There. is a second-class 
army reserve composed of enrolled 
pensioners—men who have completed their 
term of service and are on pension. They 
are only liable for service within the United 
Kingdom. In our dispatches it was stated 
that Sir Garmorne Harpy informed Parlia- 
ment that the militia reserves also were to be 
called out. This is especially significant as 
showing that the Government is determined 
upon taking the most extraordinary meas- 
ures. The militia reserve was created by the 
act of 1867, and consists of men actually 
serving in the militia who voluntarily enroll 
in this reserve for a term of six years, during 
which they remain with their militia regi- 
ments in peace time, but in case of war may 
be drafted into the regular army. Itis un- 
necessary to add that all the reserves, in 
time of peace, are permitted to follow the 
avocations of ordinary citizens. After this 
explanation of the nature of the reserve 
forces of the Empire, 1t will be seen that 
there is much meaning in the announcement 
in Parliament that they were to be called 
out, and that the force which England can 
place in the field, while not comparing in 
numbers with the armaments of Russia or 
Germany, is by no means insignificant. 


*THE HOLYOKE DAM SHAD WAR. 

Massachusetts seems to have a deal of 
trouble on the fish question. Some years 
ago her relations with Rhode Island were 
disturbed on account of the propensity of 
the’ Rhode Islanders to capture herring, 
alewives, porgies, and scup with pound- 
seines and gill-nets in rivers where the 
interest was common. Latterly, her own 
fishermen have been engaged in a bitter 
contest with each other,—the hook-and-line 
faction, who did a retail business hand over 
hand, complaining of the others who with 
crawls and nets captured tomcods, flounders, 
sculpins, and eels by thousands. Now there 
isan unkindness of feeling growing up be- 
tween the Commonwealth and Connecticut 
on account of shad, and, without intending 
to be profane, we may add, the Holyoke 
dam shad. 

As near as we can get at the merits of the 
controversy, they are substantially as fol- 
lows: Holyoke is the locality where the 
shad of the Connecticut River are principal- 
ly propagated, and they are artificially 
hatched there by millions, and provided with 
an elegant fishway, which the Holyoke 
Company was compelled to build by a Su- 
preme Court decision. The codfish has been 
awarded the distinction of a prominent place 
in the Senate Chamber of the Commonwealth, 
but the shad has beaten him by going way 
up to the Supreme Court. Now the shad, 
particularly the artificial shad, who never 
knows his father or mother, and more par- 
ticularly the Holyoke dam shad, who owes 
his existence principally to the kindness of 
Mr. Gm, does not repay that debt of 
gratitude. Like the dam salmon fry, the 
dam shad is an eccentric animal. He is 
nomadic, discontented, ambitious, and de- 
termined not to be contracted by any pent- 
up Utica. The moment that he ceases to be 
a protoplasm and wiggles out of his egg, he 
puts on airs, and begins to look down upon his 
spawning-bed, and as coon as he is big enough 
packs up his valuables and goes out into the 
world to seek his fortune in the great ocean 
of his kind, provided he escapes the spawn- 
eating eel and the voracious larger fish who 
are always on the lookout and have the good 
taste to prefer shad. In other words, he

In his voyage up the river, where there are 
no dams, the Connecticutters not being 
worth one, as might be expected of people 
who violate our holiest feelings with wooden 
nutmegs and leather dried apples, he and 
his kind are taken in by thousands by 
sweep-seiners and gill-netters. Such is the 
despair of the situation. The peaple of 
Massachusetts, at great expense, hatch the 
shad and salmon, and the people of Con- 
necticut, without so much as by your leave, 
gather them in before they can get home 
again. The shad, therefore, does not com- 
pletely fulfill his destiny, and goes to the 
wrong gridiron, and the iron has entered 
the heart of the Massachusetts fisherman. 
The Fish Commissioners first took up his 
cause, and remonstrated with the Fish Com- 
mittee of the Connecticut Legislature, who 
treated them very unhandsomely, and didn’t 
care a river-obstruction for them, for the 
reason that they themselves were engaged in 
the shad business; and gave them substan- 


tially to understand that the moment a shad | 


left Massachusetts and turned up in Cgnnect- 
icut he was denaturalized and became amen- 
eble to the laws and customs of his new 
habitat. The morale of their roasoning, 
however, did not satisfy the Massachusetts 
Fish Commission, because it would be mani- 
festly absurd for a shad to stop at Agawam, 
on the boundary, when his destiny compels 
him to go as far as Saybrook. The Fish 
Commission thereupon brought the matter 
to the attention of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature, both branches of which passed a res- 
olution requesting the State of Connecticut 
„to take such action in the premises gs may 
be due to the relations of comity between 
sister States.” If the Governor of 
Connecticut and the General Assembly 
pay no attention to the relations of comity, 
then the Fish Commissioners of Massachu- 
setts will take the bull by the horns or the 
shad by the gills and not hatch another dam 
shad at Holyoke. Rather than yield to Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts will amputate its 
own nose, hang up its gridirons, and go with- 
out shad. Are there not other ways in which 
the matter can be settled? Why not leave it 
out to arbitration? Or why not treat the 
Connecticut River as we havé the Chicago, 
turn it end for end and start the shad north 
instead of south, giving them a fishway 
across the State to Massachusets Bay and 
thus circumvent the shad-thieves of Connect- 
icut? It is a pity that all New England 
should be plunged into turmoil and the rela- 
tions of two great States be disturbed jon ac- 
count of so small a matter as shad-roe and 
salmon-fry. |

TRE ALDERMANIC ELECTION, 

We consider it a duty to the community 
to remind our readers that there will be an 
election next Tuesday for Aldermen and for 
«ownship officers. The nominations by the 
several parties for township offices are gen- 
erally of fair men, but for the all-important 
offices of Aldermen many of the nomina- 
tions are scandalous, | 

The City Council consists of thirty-six 
men. There is one vacancy, so there are to 
be nineteen Aldermen elected. The voters 
of each ward (except the Seventh) elect one 
Alderman; in the Seventh Ward two Ider- 
men are tobe elected. Classifying the Al- 
dermen holding over as conservative and 
economical or as profligate Aldermen, the 
latter have about nine. It will be only 
necessary for this class to elect ten more 
and the City Council will become as famous 
as the Council of years gone by 
when it was controlled by the historical 
“19.” Now there are enough vot in 
enough of the wards who desire to elect an 
honest and efficient City Council whp only 
need union and concert of action to ed 
in defeating the schemes of the destructives. 
The machinery of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties afforded the most convenient 
mode for the nomination of candidates, and 
to that extent was properly employed. But 
the nominations themselves are ij many 
cases unfortunately below a proper standard, 
and in every such case we advise voters to 
disregard the action of the caucus and vote 
for the interests of the city. Whereyer the 
Democratic candidate is a man unfit to elect- 
ed and the Republican candidate is 4 better 
man, and where, on the other hand, the 
Democratic candidate is a safer man tp elect, 
our advice to all voters is to ignore the 
politics and vote wholly upon the merits 
of the men. Where, as in other cases, no 
reputable or proper person has been | named 
by either party, the better course is to find 
another man and vote forhim. No person 
has the right in an election of this character 
to insist that a candidate who pe sear 
could not be elected must have the support 
of his party. The City of Chicago is a busi- 
ness corporation purely; and its officers, 
especially the Council, should be chosen be- 
cause of their fitness and their busingss abil- 
ity and experience. These qualifications 
should outweigh all other considerations in 
the election of Aldermen, and do 
themselves and the city a great wrong 
when they elect Aldermen who want 
these qualifications. There are not half 
a dozen of the persons nominated of the 
Democrats who have the least claim on the 
vote of any intelligent. man of ei party 
for the office of Alderman, and we hope tdsee 
the most of these defeated by a union of 
Democratic and Republican votes in favor of 
some other candidates. There must be such 
a union for the sake of the city’s ts, 
or the Government of Chicago must pass 
into the hands of irresponsible and | . 
ous men. | 
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The end of the great JEnNENS case, which 
occupied moreor less the attention of 
English Chancery Court for many years, has at 
length been reached. It was the original of the 
Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce case, made famous by 
Dickens. Nearly a century ago WILLIAM JEN- 
wens died near Birmingham, leaving a suffi- 
ciently large estate, the value of which has since 
increased toove hundred millions of dollars. 
The property feli into the possession of the 
AssHgeTon-CuRzON family, whose title, how- 
ever, was not disputed until a half-century later. 
Then some one discovered that the rightful 
heirs had been left out in the cold, and, as the 
rightful heirs had by that time grown to be 
formidable in numbers and scatterédto the four 
winds, there was difficulty in tracing them out 
and raising a fund forthe prosecution of their 
claim. Many were in America. Finally, after 
numerous delays, the case has been decided. 
The Court ruled that there was no occasion to 
produce proofs of heirship. That might be ad- 
mitted. Under the English law, the present 
holders of the property having beon in posses- 
sion fifty years, and there being no allegation of 
fraud on their part, they were legally invested 
with the ownership.

The latest phase of the uxorious father and 
the exorbitant son has been presented at Paris.

Wavkzean, Lake County, III., March 29.— The 
courtroom was crowded this morning when Mr, 
Searles resumed his review of the evidence. 
Having apparently lost sight of the fact that his 
ciient had claimed the shooting to be accidental. 
he quoted from a number of books to the effect 
thet defense against trespass might be made 
with a deadly weapon. He said that Davison 
would have been justified in exterminating the 
whole party, and that ne might have killed Ed- 
dy when the boy struck at Mrs. Davison. His 
next position was that if while resisting a tres- 
pass Davison’s pistol did go off and kill Robert- 
sou, such kitling was not willful and 
malicious murder. The indictment was 
defective in that it alleged that Robertson 
was struck in the throat, while the speaker con- 
tended that none of the organs included in that 
generic term were injured by the bullet.

when the Court resumed at 8 o'clock, the room

expectant, and interested as ever. At 8:15 p. m. 
Judge Cody began to read the instructions.

MOLLY MAGUIRE MURDERERS. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Gaszeste. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 27.—The confes- 
sion of James Fianigan, a member of the noto- 
rious Molly Maguire organization, and who is 
confined in the Eastern Penitentiary, has created 
great excitement throughout the middie and 
northern coal fields of Schuy)lkill, Carbon, Nortb- 
umberland, Luzerne, and Columbiana Counties, 
where the banded and red-handed brotherhood 
committed their terrible outrages during the 
period when Molly Maguirism was rampant. 
Flanigan has disclosed a great deal, and the 
officers of the Pinkerton Detective Agency and 
Coal and Iron Police are now engaged in hunt- 
ing down the murderers and conspirators who 
either committed the crimes or were 
implicated in them. Capt. Linden, of the 
Pinkerton Agency, and Capt. Alderron, of the 
Coal and Iron Police, have already obtained 
clews that will lead to the apprebension of 
biood-dyed leaders of the Moliies, who formerly 
perpetrated their atrocities in Northumberland 
and Luzerne Counties. Sufficient information 
bas likewise been secured that will lead to the 
detection and arrest of the outlaws who were 
connected with the brutal murders of James 
Shidds, a member of Company E., Forty-eighth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, at Silver Creek, 
Schuylkil! County, in September, 1864, and 
Mine-Boss Thomas Dunn, near Pottsville, about 
the same time. The assassins were also con- 
cerned in many breaker and house-burnings, 
and it is geverally belived their crimes are more 
numerous and flagrant than those consum- 
mated by the Mollie Maguires who have already 
been executed, or those who are await- 
ing their doom upon the scaffold. Evidence is 
secured that points to the whereabouts of 
ringleaders in the robbery of the safe in the 
office of the Boston Run Colliery in the summer 
of 1866 (the amount carried off being between 
$12,000 and $15,000), the money having been 
placed in the safe to pay the miners for their 
month's wages. Another crime that will be un- 
veiled is the atrocious murder of Michael Green, 
which occurred at Hazelton in December, 1875. 
Green bad beeu a prominent Moliv Maguire in 
Schuylkill County, but had deserted the organi- 
zation and determined to lead a better life. 
Upon the discovery of his severing bis allegiance 
with the brotherhvod, be was attucked in Wyo- 
ming street by a number of members of the 
* Hazelton Division“ and clubbed to death. 
From information gathered from another: 
source the detectives have reason to believe that 
they will soon be able to effect the capture of 
several of the ruffians who assisted in the mur- 
der of William Williams, a wealthy and 
much respected Weishman, and proprietor of 
the Eagle Hotel, New  Philadelp 
Schuylkill County. Tre crime was committ 
in August, 1565. One of the supposed mur- 
derers, a notorious lawbreaker named Bragin, 
was subsequently arrested for the commission 
of some outlawry at Ashland, and while being 
conveyed to the Schuylkill County Jail at Potts- 
ville attempted to escape, and was shot dead by 
Coal and Iron Policeman Joseph Heisler, who 
had him in charge. Several of these criminals are 
said to be working in the coal mines of the Tus- 
carawas Valley, O., while others are employed 
elsewhere in the State, aud in Indiana and IIli- 
nois. It is reported tha one of the Molly Ma- 
guires, who took a conspicuous part in the Will- 
jams butchery, until quite recently kept a 
drinking saloon in Hamilton County, Ohio, and 
the place was made the rendezvous of all the 
fleeing Mollies from the coal regions of Penn- 
syivania. Two leading Molly conspirators were 
living in Ciuciunati until within a month, since 
which time the detectives have lust ail clew of 
their whereabouts.

BaLTm™orz, March 20.— Robert Robbin, the

The reading of this document, which was done 
in a very deliberate manner, created a slight 
sensation in court. Judge Potter looked at the 
city’s counsel, Messrs. Whitney, F. L. Stetson, 
and E. Henry Lacombe, to see what course they 
would pursue. After consultation, Mr. Stetson 
passed up to Tweed a document, and asked bim 
whether he recognized the signature as his. 
Tweed declined to answer. A similiar response 
followed fn regard to other queries put to him. 
He was then allowed to step down from the 
witness-stand. Other testimony was then pat 
in. The trial of the case will be resumed to-day. 
The following is the text of the letter referred 
to by Tweed in his statement: 

Ciry oF New Yor, Finance DEPARTMENT, 
ConTROLLeR's Orrice, March 21, 1878.—7o the 
Hon. Augustus Schoonmaker, Jr, Attorney-General 
of the Slate of New Yori—Sin: I feel it to be my 
duty. both as an individual and as a public officer, 
to urge apon you the discharge of Wiiliam M. 

Tweed, who is now confined in the debtors’ prison 
in this city. My protest as an individaal against 
his further detention arises from the fact that I 
learn that my assurance to Mr. Tweed'’s counse! 
— J. D. Nr that the late Attorney 
jeneral would fulfill his promise to discharge his 
client, should he make .a full confession of his 
misdeeds and surrender his property. more than 
anything else, induced the confession thereafter 
made by Tweed and his proffer of surrender of 
property. Mr. Fairchild did state tome that he 
would discharge Mr. Tweed if he made a fall con- 
fession and surrendered his erty, and 
I did say to Mr. Townsend that, he might 
rely upon Mr. Fairchild’s statement, which 
he [Mr. J. Townsend} then raid had 
been made also to him. As a citizen, I feel 
that the State is being dishonored by this breachjof 
faith. Asa public oficer! urge bis discharge, be- 
cause I believe his further detention in a debtors’ 
prison is neither beneficial tothe State as an exam- 
le to evil-doers nor in any sense serviceable to 
his city. 

There are several actions now pending against 
this city in which millions of dollars are involved, 
and it isSconceded that in some of these, if not all. 
Tweed's testimony would be very important. I am 
informed by Mr. Townsend that Tweed wil! deciine 
to testify as a witness unless the promise of * 
discharge, heretofore made to him, be carried out 
and no one can fairly blame him if he adhetes to 
that determination. 

Had Mr. Tweed and his associates been convict- 
ed and sent to the State Prison. as I believe should 
have been the course pursued at first against them, 
I would be among the last to advocate the discharge 
of any of them, but I conceive that neither justice 
nor good policy, now that such ite course has 
been adopted toward the others, dictates the pres- 
ent treatment of Tweed.

MINOR MEETINGS. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the Soldiers’ Home of Evanston was 
held at the residence of Dr. Hamill, No. 629 
Wabash aveaue, at 3 p. m. yesterday. 

The President read the annual report of the 
Board, showing what had been done during the 
past year. The following exhibit of the finances 
of the institution was made: There was cash on 
band in the Treasury Jan. 24, 1878, $71.75; — 
ceipts, $225.24; expénditures, $30.50; in bank 
— to the draft of the President. R. C. Ham- 
ill, 49. The report was concurred in. 

A communication from a committee of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union was read, 
requesting that tbe ers use their influene to 
secure for the ladies the building and grounds of 
the Soldiers’ Home, at Evanston, for a Home for 
intemperate women, similar to the Washingtonian 
Home for men, in Chicago, as it was understood 
that the Woman's Industrial School wanted the 
building only for temporary use. 

The secretaty wan instrected to reply to the 
communication, stating that the object of the 
Union had the fall sympathy of the Board of 
Managers, and that the latter could do nothing in 
the matter at present, but would take it under 
advisement. 

After the transaction of some further business 
of minor importance, the Board adjourned. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The Woman's Christian Temperance Union met 
yesterday morning at Farwell Hall. Mrs. R. 8. 
Greenlee, the Treasurer, read her monthly report. 
which showed a balance on hand of $223. 

Mrs. Hagans, the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, read a detailed report of the work of 
the past month, including the appointment of vari- 
ous committees, one of which was for the purpose 
of inquiring into the possibility of establishing a 
home for inebriate women, and another to look 
for more commodious quarters fur the accommoda- 
tion of the rapidly increasing work of the Union. 

Mrs. Kelly read a report of the South Side tem- 
perance work as begun by Dr. H. A. Reynolds. 
She mentioned eight red-ribbon clubs now in suc- 
cessful and growing existence, and said that more 
than 4,000 people on the South Side were members 
ef red-ribbon clubs. 

Mrs. J. H. Hobbs reported for the North Side 
504 temperance converts in two clubs. 

Mrs. Case reported five clubs on the West Side, 
— highly encouraging progress in temperance 


work. 

Mise Lacia E. F. Kimball, the Corresponding 
Secretary, submitted a report of work amongst 
the juveniles. She spoke of the Citizens’ League, 
and said that to the efforts of that body was at- 
tributable the great decrease in nee misdoings. 
In the four months beginning June 1, 1877, 1. 134 
children were arrested on the South Side. After 
the formation of the Union there were in 
four months beginning Nov. 1 only 667 
arrests, and, as in the great majority 
of cases liquor was the cause of the arrests, it was 
fair to presume that temperance work was the 
chief cause of the remarkable decrease. Miss Kim- 
ball also stated that she had — 1 and widely 
distributed among Sunday-schoo! Superintendents 
a circular urging the teaching of temperance les- 
sons in the Sunday -schools, and at the International 
Sunday-school Convention to be held at Atlanta, 
Ga., Jane 17, when the lessons were to be desig- 
nated for the coming seven years, an effort would 
be made to bave quarteriy temperance lessons in- 
troduced in the schedule. In reference to work in 
this city Miss Kimball submitted another report, 
which act forth that the average daily attendance 
at the 3 o'clock temperance meetings in Farwell 
Hall was 150, that ninety-five persons had therein 
eigned the pledge and 200 made requests 
for prayer. She mentioned the work of 
several clubs, and said that the meetings 
in Carr's Hall, on Cottage Grove avenue, 
would be continued for fourteen months to come, 
as the Citizens’ League had raised $500 and paid 
the rent in advance for that length of time. She 
mentioned the fact that ninety people at the Eye & 
Ear Infirmary had signed the triple piedge against 
liquor, tobacco, and profanity, and said that a 
great work was being done by the Scandinavian 
Temperance Society on the West Side. It had 
about 1,100 members, and held regular weekly 
meetings. 

The reports were all accepted, and, after the 
transaction of sundry routine business, the meeting 


adjourned.

THE RAILROADS. 


COLOR-BLINDNESS 
The last number of the Chicago Railway Re- 


view has the tollowing article, written for Tt by 


Thomas F. Nelson, on Detective Vision Con- 
sidered in its Relation to Railroad Manage- 


ment“: 

The wonderful delicacy and perfection of the eye 
has often been remarked, and has long been con- 
sidered one of the highest of creative perfec- 
tion. If we consider it from the mechanical point 
of view. such an estimate is correct, but, consider- 
ed as an optical instrument, it is far from being as 
perfect as we might expect, since the proportion 
of the population having defective vision in a 

ter or less degree, and in some one or other of 

e various forms, will approach, according to the 
best authorities. very nearly to 60 per cent. The 
fact that it ie not uncommon to find two. and more 
seldom three, distinct defects existing in combina- 
tion in the same eye, which, taken either separate- 
ly or together, are exceedingly difficult to detect, 
renders the subject one full of complications. 
When to this is added the circumstance that in 
many cases these defects are found in persons 
where their existence was entirely unsuspected it 
increases the already complicated nature of the 
inquiry, since these defects are liable at any time 
18 form an element in une situations af - 
tording such a basis for incorrect judgment as to 
demand the most intelligent and systematic in- 
— 1 to obtain a full understanding of what 
should be justly attributed to them. It is not 
claimed, nor do I wish to be understood as saying, 
that the element exists in a dangerous form in the 
above named proportion of the population, as it is 
only the more marked or hidden forms and higher 
degrees that will require strict and systematic in- 
vestigation. This proportion will be found to ap- 

roximate very closely to 15 per cent, and is cer- 

niy an element of sufficient importance to de- 
mand recognition and investigation in all cases 
where the preservation of life and protection of 
property depend upon correct and perfect vision. 

The first defect in this connection to which our 
attention would be directed as having a practical 
application to railway service is that known as 
color-vlindness. Thie defect but rarely assumes 
the form that would be termed absolute coior- 
blindness or want of any sensation of color. 
Where this form is Wwe d aeveloped there is 

nerally a sharp, we)!-defined appreciation of dif- 
erences between light and shade, or between the 
finest grades of — brightness or intensity; 
but recognition of color is en 14 —1 there 
being no distinction whatever between different 
colors having the same degree of iniensity. A 
curious fact might be noticed in this connection 
that these defects are but rarely found in women. 

The more common form ie that caused by the ab- 
sence of perception of one of the three fundamental 
colorsr These are mentioned in the order of their 
comparative frequeucy, viz. : where the element- 
ary sensation corresponding to red 16 wanting; 
next, the absence or imperfect perception of green; 
and third of blue is excluded. It will be notice 
as a remarkable fact that the first two mentioned 
are now used to make up the entire code of rail- 
way signals, and that this defect for red occurs 
more +a than for any other color. This is 
anitem of the greatest importance in railway and 
vessel management, since red is aimost always 
used for the danger signal. To add still further 
to the deceptive and dangerous character of the de- 
fects, I have, in the course of my experiments, found 
a number of persons who were unable to distinguish 
between the primary colors at night, while their 
perception or sensation of color by daylight was 
apparently perfect. Again I have found another 
anomaly, which, until it has been more thoroughly 
investigated and the real causes that produce it are 
understood, I shall designate as a form of color- 
blindness, although Iam in doubt myself as to its 
dependence upon any of the principles that enter 
into that defect; this isan inability to distinguish 
between or to recognize the primary colors at 
certain distances, varying more or less in indi- 
viduals. This was round to be the most difficult of 
all defects to detect in the various cases I have 
examined, amounting to some nine or ten, in the 

regular course of my business as optician during 
the * three years. I have found no two of them 
at all alike except in general results. 

Ihave kept records of various accidents that 
have occurred, both upon land and wate:, during 
the past few years, and I have gathered such in- 
formation about some of them as I could get out- 
ede of official sources,—ofteg I was unable to get 
any of any value, but I anf convinced beyond a 
doubt that a large proportion of them could have 
been traced to this defect fora correct solution as 
to the primary causes of the accident. The query 
has been made, thatif these defects in their va- 
rious forms are as numerous and of such a dan- 
gerous characteras has been shown, how can we 
account for such a comparatively small num 

of accidents occurri which might be 
I ve attributed it 
intelligence and 
acquired cautiousness of engineers and pilots as a 
class. They have become so accustomed to be on 
the lookunt for danger that their suspicions are 
easily aroused, which creates a sort of instinct 
that governs their actions and they do not recog- 
nize but that their perceptions are correct. My 
convictions in this respect have deen greatly 
strengthened within the past few months, there 
having deen related to me some experience with an 
engineer who was continualiy making narrow 
escapes, and after watching his actions under 
different circumstances fora time color-blindness 
was suspected, proved, and afterwards acknow!- 
eaged by him. The correctness with which he 
formed conclusions under the existing circum- 
stances would indicate that he had some means by 
which he was enabled to form a plan for action, 
but be declared that he had nothing upon which to 
base his actions but the cautiousness acquired in 
that branch of service. 

It could be claimed that this illustration lessened 
the importance of perfect vision, and renderea it 
of no great consequence whether a person was de- 
fective in this particular or not, so long as he 
formed judgment correctly. This might be true if 
vision depended upon judgment or instinct, but, as 
we form judgment in a large measure by compari- 
sons upon impressions received through the me- 
dium of vision, it will be apparent to all that it 
will be impossible to form correct judgment when 
the basis upon which it is formed is imperfect. It 
is quite possible that such a person may continue 
to make narrow escapes, falling upon the side of 
safety each time; but, as there is no natural law 
by which his judgment is made positive 
and certain, the very next occasion may by the 
merest chance result in a serious error. In inves- 
tigating all of the different forms of color-blind- 
ness before mentioned, I have invariably taken 
into consideration the quickness of perception. 
This I have found varied quite as much in the dif- 
ferent individuals and even in the same rson at 
different times as the defect bas differed in form 
and degree. The correctness and quickness with 
which judgment is formed and will power exer- 
cived after the perceptions are received by the 
mind through the medium of the senses, depend in 
a great measure upon the physical condition of the 
pody. I have found that very slight physical or 
mental weariness produced results which showed a 
difference of between 80 and 90 per cent in the 
time consumed.

The scholarship of England has turned much 
of its atteytion, during the past fifty vears, to 
the elucidation of history, and many nobie 
monuments have been erected testifving to its 
industry in research, its liberality in judgment, 
its philosophical methods of investigation, and 
the brilliancy of its genius. Among these pro- 
ductions which throw essentially new light 


tions, which educate the world to wiser and 
truer views of men and of affairs, and which 
lift their authors high iu the universal esteem; 
the Constitutional History of England, by Mr. 
Stubbs, is ranked with the first. The con- 
struction of a work of its kind is not among the 
heartily grateful offices that an author 
assumes from à consciousness, not only that 
there is a need of its being undertaken, but 
that a reward willi grow up from the beginning 
in the surety that the subject may be rendered 
inviting as well as informing to the vopular 
mind. As Mr. Stubbs justiy says in the open- 
ing lines of his preface. Ihe History of lusti- 
tutions cannot be mastered—can scarcely be 
approached—witbout an effort. It affords little 
of the romantic incident or of the picturesque 
grouping which constitutes thecharm of History 
in general. and holds out small temptation to 
the mind that requires to be tempted to the 
study of Truth.” Nevertheless. the duty. 
which was in this instance accepted with a full 
understanding of the labors and sacrifices it 
implied, has been so faithfully and splendidiy 
accom plished that no lack of return can be felt 
by the author in the contemplation of his work. 
Its own great value, and the unanimous ap- 
plause it has gained, must generously repay all 
it has cost. 

The period which comes within the scope of 
the work closes with the accession of Henry 
VIL to the British Throne. Its introduc- 
tion comprises a brief comparison of 
the origin of Constitutional History 
in Germany, France, Spain, and Engiand; 
and them passes directly toa careful study of 
the traces of constitutional organization which 
occur in the records of the Angles and Saxons 
in the last-named country. The inquiry con- 
timues down to the Norman conquest, and 
through the era during which the institutions 
of the Government were under the control of 
the Norman Kings. In closing the survey of 
this period, Mr, Stubbs asserts the superiority 
of the early literature of England over that of 
any Continental nation. In the arts, too, it 
had made considerable progress; while in do- 
mestic civilization it was far beyond that of 
France. “The Norman knights,” he declares, 
“despised, undervalued, and destroved much 
that they could not comprehend. England was 
behind Europe in some of the arts which they 
bad not in common;

In the poems which Mr. Fawcett has ranged 
under the head of Minor Chords,“ fantasy 
alone is present, and often in rich and sumptu- 
ous forms. Objects in nature, especially fiow- 
ers, are the most frequent themes in this sec- 
tion; and their treatment shows the keenest 
and fondest appreciation of their delicate beau- 
ties. One brief song, addressed To an Oriole,”’ 
has so much blended grace and feeling taat we 
give it to our readers: 


How falls it, oriole, thou hast come to fly 
In Tropic splendor throagh our Northern sky? 


At some glad moment was it Nature's choice 
To dower a scrap of sunset with a voice? 


Or did some orange tulip, faked with black, 
In tome forgotten garden, ages back, 


Yearning toward Heaven until its wish was heard, 
Desire unspeakably to be a bird? 

The author proves by these four couplets his 
possession of a fine poetic instinct,—an instinct 
which apprehends with subtle power the occur- 
rence of beauty wherever it exists, and, when 
assisted by u fecund fancy, is capable of throw- 
ing every feature of beauty appealing to it into 
new and striking expressions of loveliness. 
Whoever has been really touched by the flashing 
radiance of the oriole, whose heart has respond- 
ed to the glory of its voice as well as its vest- 


| ments, will acknowledge that the conception of 


the bird presented in these lines is ke a flit of 
its winged flame parting the green branches, or 
tue tone of its ripe song dropped into a moment 
of silence. 

Yet it must be confessed that Mr. Fawcett 
does not often produce so successful a creation. 
Charming images are ecattered through his 


| poems, bearing testimony to the fruitfulve ss of 


his imagination; but his sense of melody seems 
to be imperfect. In striving to portray the 
ph ases of his thought, be is apt to make use 
of harsh, dissonant terms, that deprive his 
verse of the essentiai charm of harmony. It is 
too often necessary to and reread the lines 
to gather their meaning, while the ear is offend- 
ed with their rougb, uneve n movement. 

In the poems under the head of “ Voices and 
Visions,“ passion is a strong element, and its 
influence is very apparent upon their structure.

futility. The present work continues the argu- 
ment by an endeavor to prove that no genuine 
traces of man have been found in the giacial or 
pre-glacial ages; and that, when he did appear 
on the earth, he was in all respects as complete- 
ly endowed as at the present day. The question 
is discussed wholly apart from theological pre}- 
udices or preposessions, its decision resting 
y upon an investigation of the materials 
upon it which have been brought to- 
gether by students of geology and pre-historic 
archeology. The t of the writer is more 
agreeable in this than in his earlier work, being 
less confident and dogmatic. 

The position assumed by Prof. Rawlinson in 
his treatise on The Origin of Natious” is in 
harmony with that of Mr. Southall, but his rea- 
soning is altogether from a historical point of 
view. It is his purpose to find in the earliest 
records of the nations of antiquity evidences 
that men were not originally in a state of 
savagery, and hence that the doctrine of evolu- 
tion must be unsound. He reviews the history 
of the civitizations of Egypt, Babylon, Phe- 
nicia. of Asia Minor and Central Asia, of Eu- 
rope and Great Britain, and discoversin them 
all corroboration of the historical statements of 
the Old Testament. The second part of his 
volume is a commentary on the tenth chapter of 
Genesis, tracing the ethnic affinities of the an- 
cient world.

Mr. Jewitt has been for about twenty years 
engaged in collecting the materials for a history 
of ceramic art in Great Britain. The figt »~- 
sults of his researches were published in a series 
of papers in the London Art Journal, and the 
final consummation of his labor is now reached 
in the two large and elegant volumes before us. 
The author has spared no pains to render his 
work comprehensive, exact, and complete; and 
has succeeded in giving to those interested in 
the subject of Ceramics an exhaustive account of 
the growth of the manufacture in England, 
Scotland, and Ireiand, from the early Celtic 
period to the present day. 

The first four chapters of the work are occu- 
pied with a description of the existiog examples 
of the potter’s art, which show its condition in 
Engiana during sixteen centuries. It is impos- 
sible to determme when the art first arose in 
the British Islands, but there are sufficient re- 
maius to prove that it was practiced extensively 
in the pre-historic period. By the opening of 
the Eighteenth Century the industry was estab- 
lished at many points through the Kinedom; 
and it has been Mr. Jewitt’s task to note the 
processes and products characterizing each 
house since engaged in the manufacture. To 
assist him in the illustration of his subject, 
nearly 2,000 engravings have been employed, a 
few of which are in colors, andall of a high 
order of excellence. 

Tnis is not the first book by Mr. Jewitt at- 
testing his knowledge of the ceramic art in En- 
giand, and his painstaking efforts to collect and 
disseminate information on what is a most in- 
structive subject. His “Life of Josiah Wedge- 
wood (1865) revealed his enthusiasm for the 
art, and his bilities for treating it with 
thoroughness and intelligence.

At the outbreak of the war between Mexico 
and the United States, in May, 1846, Col. 
Stephen W. Kearney organized a force at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., for the conquest of New 
Mexico and California. Capt. St. George Cooke 
was placed in command of a body of troops 
attached to the expedition, and marched from 
Fort Leavenworth on the 6th of July. The 
trip across the Plains was concluded early in 
August, Capt. Cooke entering Santa Fe on the 
18th. as the bearer of dispatches from his 
superior officer. A few days later, the town 
was in the ble possession of the forces 
under Gen. Kearney, wuo had received promo- 
tion while op the march. On the 26th of Sep- 
tember, Capt. Cooke set out at the head 
of 300 dragoons to cross tbe tben 
unknown wiiderness stretching between 
Santa Fe and the Pacific Coast. The journey 
was attended with great hardships on account 
of the lack of suitable provision, forage, and 
water, and the fatigue and exposure consequent 
upon forced and protracted marches in a strange 
country, and with insufficient equipment. San 
Diego, then an Indian mission, was reached the 
23th of January, about five weeks alter the ar- 
rival of Gen. Kearney at the same point. 

The history of the expedition across the con- 
tinent, and of the circumstances of the final 
conquest of California by the united land and 
naval forces assembled in the State, is taken 
for the most part from the journals of Capt. 
(afterward Lieut.-Col.) Cooke. It is as dry as a 
narrative can well be, yet has an undoubted 
value as a contribution to the military annals of 
the United States.

The largest number, 
1,817, were educational books; the next largest, 
1,268, were on jurisprudence, politics, and sta- 
tistics; the third largest, 1,253, were on the- 
ology; and the last, 1,126, included belles- 
lettres. 

Messrs. Slote, Woodman & Co. will shortly 
issue a collection of Mark Twain’s papers, in- 
cluding his remarkable sveech on the weather; 
the unique map of Paris; his “Rambling 
Notes and telephone story from the Atlantic 
etc., etc. Punch. Brothers, Punch; and 
Other Sketches,“ is the title of the volume. 


The Museum of the Louvre, says the Acad- 
emy, has just acquired a copy of the Egyptian 
“Book of the Dead.“ which bears the name of 
Princess Nedjem, mother of Her-Hor, the 
High-Priest of Ammon, who usur the royal 
power at the close of tue dynasty of the Kamses, 
the fiiteenth dynasty of Maretho. The papyrus 
is in admirable condition, and will be placed on 
— in the Egyptian museum at the 

vre. 


Mr. Stanley’s forthcoming book will be pub- 
lished in England by Messrs. Sampson, Low & 
Co.: in New York, by Messrs. H r & Bros.; 
m France, by Messrs. Hachette & Co.; in Lei 
sic, by M. Brockhaus; and in Christiania, by M. 
Mallings. These editions, though in different 
languages, will appear nearly simultaneously. 
Negotiations are pending for translating the 
work into Swedish, Spanish, Italian, ana Rus- 
sian. 

The attendance at the University of St. Pe- 
tersburg numbered, in January, 1,435 stuaents. 
The greater part of these are so poor as to need 
pecuniary help. The University anouaily 
grants lor this purpose $60,000, and a private 
society of former students ore the fees for 
eighty-one young men. At Kief the number of 
students is at present Here again there is 
need of pecuniary assistance, and 203 students 
are freed from the payment of lecture-fees, 
while 125 receive stipends amounting to 36,000 
roubles. 


ART GOSSIP. 

An International Exhibition is to be held at 
Milan in 1879, under the auspices of King Hum- 
bert. 

A statue of Marcus Aurelius, in wonderfully- 
beautiful armor adorned with reliefs, has been 
found at Olympia. 

The veteran English sculptor, Lewis Macdon- 
ald, recentiy died at Rome. The dangerous ill- 
ness of Joseph Severn, the friend of Keats, is 
also reported from the same city. 


A German art-critic of high authority has 
pronounced against the genuineness of the 
“Cupid” at the South Kensington Museum, 
which has been regarded as the work of Michael 
Angelo. 

The Louvre has been enriched by casts of all 
the principal sculptures obtained at Olympia. 
By their help the remains digcovered by the 
Morea scientific expedition in 1820. already in 
the Louvre, receive valuable aid toward recon- 
struction. 

The French art-critic of the Athenaeum sug- 
gests that the woolen veil known to nave huog 
in the Temple of Olympia was the veil of the 
Temple of Jerusalem, which was carried off by 
Antiochus IV. with other spoils of the Holy 
City, and presented to the Olympian sanctuary. 

The last number of Jndustrial Art contains 
fourteen fine wood-cuts exhibiting objects of 
especial beauty for decorative purposes. The 
subjects discussed in the letterpress are of 
eneral interest, embracing such themes as 

rt-Education, Ancient Textile Art, Industrial 
Art in South Wales, Fresco-Painting and 
Modern Mosaics, Drawing Materialse—Paper, 
Notes on the Paris Exposition for 1878, Indian 
Art, etc., ete. 

The exnibition of Mr. Ruskin’s Turner draw- 
ings at the Fine-Art Society, London, is one of 
great importance. The Academy says that, not- 
withstanding the rare generosity with which 
Mr. Ruskin has given to Oxford and Cambridge 
possessions that must have been an immense 
delight to him, hes still the owner of a col- 
lection of Turners which, as a whole, is not to 
be surpassed in Eugland, save by the monu- 
mental assemblage of the National Gallery. 
The series of works on exhibition are so ar- 
ranged as to elucidate the progress of Turner in 
his art, through the different stages that mark 
its course. 


DEATH OF JOACHIM J. MONTEIRO. 

The readers of that very interesting volume, 
“Angola and the River Congo,“ published in 
1875, will learn with regret of the death of its 
author, Mr. Joachim John Monteiro. He was 
of Portuguese descent, but an Englishman by 
birth and education, and was trained at the 
School of Mines in London for the profession 
of mining geologist. During eighteen years he 
was engaged in exploring the mining districts 
of Angola, and with the duties of his position 
combined the study of the natural history of the 
region in which he was located. In his last 
journey to Angola, previous to the publication 
of his book, he was accompanied by his wife, a 


lady who shared his taste and enthusiasm for 
natural science. In the autumn of 1876 Mr. dnd 
Mrs. Monteiro left Engiand for the eastern 
coast of Africa, with the intention of remaini 
some years in the vicinity of Delagoa Bay, av 
devoting their leisure to the investigation of the 
fauna and flora of that almost unknown coun- 
try. Mr. Monteiro was connected with the 
Transylvanian Railroad, and had been but little 
over a year engaged in the work, and the study 
which attracted him to Delagoa Bay, when he 
was seized with a fatal illness, wuich terminated 
Jan. 6, 1878.

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 
Tux NETTLEWORTS.—The welcome season for 
flowers has come round much earlier this spring 
than usual, and many days ago the crocuses and 
snowdrops in our gardens lifted their sweet 
taces to the warm sunshine, and the willows in 
the woodlands hung out their soft feathery cat- 
kins from every point, alluring the busy bee to 
sip of their nectar, and scattering showers of 
yellow pollen on tne wings of every passing 
breeze. The returning birds, the flitting but 
terflies, the general stir of insect-life, the open 
skies, as well as the budding trees and flowers, 
remind us that it is time to resume the “ Flora 
Round About Chicago.“ not yet concluded by a 
considerable list of separate families. The task 
is taken up at the point it was laid down last 
autumn, with the natural order Urticacem, or 
Nettleworts. 

The three sub-orders—the Ulmacew. or Elm- 
worts; the Artocarpex, or Bread-fruit and Fig- 
worts; and the Urtices, or Nettlewortse—are 
united in the classification we adopt, f 
large order of above 600 
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berries, ripening in July. 
are all shrabs or trees, 
abounding in a milky juice. The leaves are 
simple and aiternate, with large stipules; and 
the flowers arc variously arranged over a flesh 
Ronen, ae ie concave, globose, or spi 
They inbabit the Temperate and Tropical lati- 
tudes of both worlds. The Bread-fruit and the

forty to fifty feet, with

ured. Its large, deeply-lobed leaves are a dark, 
glossy green. The male flowers are in catkins, 
ana the female flowers are upon a round, 
fleshy receptacle. During the ripening of the 
fruit, the receptacle becomes still more fleshy 
and succulent, and constitutes the edible por- 
tion. In an immature fruit

gathered before the ripe 
and while the pulp is white 
and mealy, and of the texture of new bread. To 
be prepared for eating, it is generally baked, 
and will then keep good for several weeks. If 
allowed to ripen, the pulp becomes yeilow and 
juicy, and has a decayed flavor. The tree pro- 
duces two or even three crops of fruit in a year, 
and yields to the natives of the countries it in- 
habits the principal part of their subsistence. 
The fibrous inner bark of the young trees is 
beatea into a kind of cioth, which is much worn 
by the South-Sea Isianders. A thick, muci- 
laginous fluid exudes from the bark of the 
Bread-fruit tree when punctured, and this, when 
hardened and boiled in cocoanut oil, is used as 
cement for the seams of canoes, pails, et<., and 
as bird-lime. The timber is soft, light, and of a 
rich yellow hus, turning dark with age, like ma- 
hogany. 

The Bread-nut tree, Brosimum alicastrum, 
another useful Artocachad, is a native of Jamai- 
ca. It abounds in a tenacious, gummy milk; 
its leaves and young shoots are eaten by cattle; 
and its nuts, when roasted or boiled, have the 
taste of bazel-nuts, and are used as a substitute 
for bread. The famous Cow-tree, or Palo de 
Vaca, of South America, belongs to the same 
genus as the Bread-nut. A Brosimum of 
Guiana grows tothe hight of sixty or seventy 
feet. and its beautiful timber is of exceeding 
hardness. It is called snake-wood, or Bois de 
Lettres, on account of the markings it presents. 
The Cow-tree grows among the rocks at an ele- 
vation of about 38,000 feet. It is a lofty tree, 
with thick, glossy leaves from ten to sixteen 
inches long, and minute flowers. During the 
dry season, when its branches seem dead for 
lack of moisture, if the trunk be pierced a 
stream of sweet, nourishing milk gusues forth. 
This flows most freely at sunrise, and then is 
carefully gathered by the natives. It has an 
agreeable odor, and a considerable yiscidity. It 
quickly grows yeilow, and a sort of cream rises 


consistency. 
The milky juice of some of the Artocarpads 
avirulent principle; and particularly of 
one of them, the Upas (Aatiaris toxicara) of 
the Sunda and Philippine Islands. is noted as a 
most rapid and deadiv poison. The fable of the 
poisonous exhalations from this tree preventing 
any life in its vicinity is thoroughly exploded, 
as it is found to winthe midst of forests 
without injuring the vegetation surrounding it, 
and the birds and other animals sport amid its 
branches unharmed. The juice of the tree is 
used by the Malays to poison their arrows, and 
the only remedy for the wound consists in in- 
ducing severe vomitings and profuse perspira- 
tion. The flesh of the animals killed by the 
poison may be eaten with impunity. A cloth is 
fabricated from the inner fibre of the tree, and 
if this be not very thoroughly cleansed, it will 
produce a most distressiug itching. 

The bark of a species of Antiaris growing in 
the West Indies is manufactured into sacks by 
the following curious process: ‘A branch is 
cut corresponding to the length and diameter of 
the sack wanted. It issoaked a littie, and then 
beaten with clubs till the fibre separates from 
the wood. This done, the sack formed by the 
bark is turned inside out, and pulled down till 
the wood is sawed off, with the exception of a 
small let to form the bottom of the sack. 
The Phytocrene, an artocarpod indigenous to 
Martaban, is called the Water-Vine, from the 
colorless and wholesome fluid it discharges in 
jarge quantities when wounded; and in this 
pecullarity is distinct from the rest of the tribe. 

Tue genus Ficus, Fig, which belongs in this 
sub-order, includes over 100 species. Nearly 
all are Tropical or semi-Tropical plants, aud 
they vary much in their habit of growth. Some 
are trees of the most gigantic size; others are 
low, straggling shrubs; and others again are 
creeping or trailing vines, that cling to the 
nearest su , covering rocks or shrubs. or 
climbing the stems of trees and swinging 
from their branches. The fertile flowers of the 
Bread-fruit, as we have said, are situated upon 
the outside of a fleshy receptacle; but the flow- 
ers of tne Fig, both male and female, are set 
upon the inside of a hollow, almost ciosed, top- 
shaped receptacle, which enlarges to form the 
fruit, and embeds the many one-seeded carpeis 
in its pulp. 

Tue most notable members of the genus Ficus 
are the Common Fig, F. carica; the Banyan, F. 
indica, which sends down roots from its branch- 
es, aud thus spreads over an immense area; the 
Peepol, F. religiosa, a tree held in veneration 
by the Hindoos; and the India-Rubber tree of 
Covtinental India, F. elastica. Caoutchouc is 
furnished by many of the Artocarpods and by 
several species of Ficus. Tne milky juice is fre- 
quently excessively acrid, and that of the Com- 
mon Fig tree causes a burning sensation in the 
throat. 
The fruit of the Mulberries is edible, yet not 
entirely harmless. A kiud of paver is manu- 
factured from the Broussenetia papyrifere. 
The dye-wood called Fustic is the product of 
the Maclura tinctoria. The useful hedge-plant, 
the Usage Orange. is the Mé@lura aurantica. 
Divers other species of the tribe yield sub- 
stances of value to the natives of the countries 
they inhabit. 
The sub-order Urticem contains the true Net- 
tleworts, which are trees, shrubs, or herbs, with 
a watery juice, alternate leaves, usually rouga 
and harsh, or cove with stinging hairs, and 
inconspicuous floWers. The wood of those 
which attain the stature of trees is light and 
spongy, and strongly characterized U. cellular 
tissue. The tribe is widely distributed over the 
earth, ranging from the coldest to the hottest 
zones, and thriying in the poorest as in the rich- 
est soils. 
The tribe is represented by five soecies in the 
region around Chicago. The Urtica gracilis is 
not common, but has been found at Calumet. 
It is a stout herb, from two to six feet high, and 
much less armed with formicabie bristles than 
others of ite genus. In some species of Urtica 
the caustic juices are so abundant as to be 
spontaneously discharged from the whole sur- 
face of the leaf. The U. urentissima of Timor 
is named Devil’s Leaf from the virulence of its 
sting, which is even said to cause death. The 
U. stimulans of Java is a dangerous species, 
and the U. creuulata of [adia is most violent in 
its painful effects. Leschnault de la Tour, who 
hanaled specimeus of this last, thus describes 
the consequences: One of the leaves sligut iy 
touched the first three flugers of my left hand. 
At the time 1 * perceived a slight 
pricking, to which paid no attention. 
This was at 7 in the morning. The 
pain continued to increase; iu one hour 
it hed become intolerable; it seemed 
as if some one was rubbing my fingers with a 
hot iron. Nevertheless there was no remark- 
able ap nce; neither swelling, nor pustule, 
nor inflammation. The = rapidly spread 
alohg the arms, as far as the arm-pits. I was 
then seized with frequent sneezing, and with a 
copious running at the nose, as if 1 had caught 
a violent cold in the head. About noon I expe- 
rienced a painful contraction of the back of the 
aws, which made me fear an attack of tetanus.

Most readers will re- 
call to mind tales of retributive justice based 
npon the identification and conviction of a mur- 
derer through the agency of his photograph in 
a dead man’s eye; and at least once within the 
last ten years the plot of au acting drama, not 
to mention half a dozen sensation povels found- 
ed upon the same thesis, has been made to turn 
upon the terrible witness of such a rogues’ gal- 
lery. The fact—for it is the fact that such tes- 
timonv is possible—bas beep authoritatively de- 
nied, over and over again, by physiologists of 
established reputation; sneered at as a relic of 
metaphysical speculation reinforced by morbid 
tancy; and finaily scoffed down as among the 
utter impossibilities. But it turns out, as nas 
often been the case before, that tais gr con- 
ception of poetic justice was founded + faet, 
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velopment of such b. murtis images, 
latent though they are, as identiflable photo- 
graphs, is a very simple and practicabie process. 
The moral is that whatever is beautiful has al- * 
ways, in some strange wav. a capacity for rising 
from the dead, and contains within itself the 
germ ot its own resurrection. Says a German 
mystic, from wuom Mr. Emerson has caugat 
the inspiration of more than ove aphorism: 
** Die Hos istohn warum, sie biuhet weil sie btuhet” ; 
typifving beauty, of course, under the symbol 
of that poetically hackneyed blossom. Plato, 
dreamiest of all dreamers, has the same fancy 
that Mr. Emerson has parodied from the Ger- 
man in : 
For if the eye was made for 1 

Then beauty is its own excuse for being, 
in one of his wonderful dialogues. Himselt 
and his cronies are engaged in discussing the 
beautiful ewer goblets of the Falernion, when, 
in oue of the pregnant pauses of the occasion, 
the philosopher observes as follows: * That 
beauty is neither immortal, like the Gods, nor 
like men, mortal, but in the verdure of the val- 
leys lives and blossoms for a day, baving anoth- 
er life to- morrow. What toe old man means is, 
that which in her externality beauty is epuem- 
eral, in her interior reality she never dies, 
wherefore he adds thatin the blossoms of the 
valiey she is constantiy dying and constantly 
rising agaiu from the dead. 

The regeneration of this old myth 1s io its 
way an exampie of the longevity of all things 
beautiful, that may well point a moral to such 
scientific Alcibiaues as have dared to speculate 
whether poetry can cocxist with science. When, 
as in this instance, a deeper science constantly 
verifies what a shallow science has denied,—the 
eternity of the beautiful because it is beaut 
ful,—oue need not trouble one’s self to argue, 
where argument is not only loss of time, bat 
loss of temper and patience also. 

However, a glance at the evidence. Leydig 
and other emment physiologists have go repeat- 
edly stated the one isolated fact, that the fresh . 
retina in frogs and otuer gulmals has a reddisa 
tinge, that the point is iar to the most 
cursory reader of histological treatises. This 
fact alone, though significant, demonstrated 
nothing, and for years it lay fallow. Recently, . 
Prof. Boll (Zur Anatom und / ie der 
Ketina), the celebrated DuBois, Raymond, and > 
Prof. Kuhne (Veber der Sehpurpur), have con- ; 
tributed very important ‘lata to retinal physi- 
ology, all of which have been printed within : 
the last two years. It appears from these as 
vet untranslated essays and volumes that not 
‘only is the living retina always red, but that ite 
color is subject to material alterations from the 
action of light. The coloration is, it should be 
premised, limited to the external aspect of the 
retinal rods, a considerable proportion of which, 
at least in the frog, are also of a biuish- 
green tint. It exists in all animals having 
retinal 15 invertebrates as weil as verte- 
brates, Boll having ascertained it in the cephalo- 
pods and anthropods, and in all the fishes and 
amphibia brought under examination. In rep- 
tihans and birds the colored cil globules—most 
beautiful microscopic objects—intefere with its 
detection; and in the retina of the lizard and 
cotuber natriz, which offer no retinal rods to 
scientific inspection, the nervous organism of 
vision being furnished with cones only Kuhne 
was unable to discover any traces of colorivg 
matter. It is absent inthe hawk behind the 
numerous spots furnished with oil — 
though present elsewhere: but the — 
delicate rods of the owl (Athene noctua) are of a 
red of brilliant intensity not occurring in day- 
ranging avimals, violet in its tint, and fading 
very slowly on exposure to light. In man, the 
retinal red was rst observed oy Zuckerkandl in 
examining the eyes of an executed criminal, 
Adler states that the color is absent in the eyes 
of blind persons. a 
These are dull details, only adduced because 
they are the material symbols of a nascent new 
theory of the perception of color, aud probably 
of color-blinducas. The important fact is that 
the rerinal red is very sensitive to the action of 
light, persists after death for from twelve to 
twenty-four hours if the eye is kept in a dark- 
ened room; but is rapidiy whitened to a silvery 
lastre in a few minutes when exposed to or- 
dinary daylight, although it may, in some an- 
mals, be regenerated even after a 
whitening, by placing it in k box.

TREATMENT OF CUTTINGS. 

From Fux Lear, Orrawa.—Many of the readers 
of The Home depend largely for their supply of 
flowers upon the exch nge of cuttings, or siips, 
from friends, and these are doubly valued because 
received from dear ones; and, as the propagating 
of plants by cuttings is of creat importance, let us 
discuss the subject fora time, and will each one give 
his or her best method? It is the fount from which 
our supply must come, and in the hands of a skill - 
ful operator becomes inexhaustible. Soil has very 
little to do with our success, though some think it 
of first importance. It should, however, be light 
and porous, and as sand admits air most readily 
it is considered best for cuttings. They may be 
taken from the stem, branch, or root, and are rea)- 
ly grafts, and by being placed in the earth, a 
medium favorable to the production of roots, these 
emit instead of aiding the stock to effect that de- 


velopment of vessels necessary for their union to 
it had they been grafted.

SIXTH TALK ABOUT SINGING. 
From Axuwis M. R. Baawerrs, Fiat 5, 366% 
Wasasu Avencve, Cutcaco.—-Not one person in 
five hundred e able to sing a scale faultlessly un- 
leas her voice has been cultivated, although she 
may manage a melody tunefully and well. Yet 
the scale is of immense importance, since it is the 
fundamental basis of all music; and the acquisition 
of agility, or the rapid singing of florid passages, 
depends entirely upon the just and true placing of 
the volee upon the steps or degrees of the tone- 
ladder, as the Germans so aptly term it. If these 
degrees were at equal distances from each other, 
there would probably be no difficulty in passing up 
and down the ladder; but there are two short or 
half steps which cause the voice to stumble or 
hitch (as it is called) in ascending, and to tumble 
escending. Now, the best way to gain surety 
— — the scale is to take the aret 10 consecu- 
tive degrees and sing them backward and forward 
a certain number ot times, until you can place your 
voice squarely upon them without effort; then take 
the fret three degrees, then four. etc., until the 
whole seven are conquered, and you stand victor 
on the eighth, or wp round. I have found the 
following exercises extremely beneficial in enavling

You willfind No. 7, or 
the scale of one octave, comparatively easy after 
you have practiced carefuliy and correctly all the 
preceding exercises; and this siudy ought to oc- 
cupy a period of at least two weeks’ time. It is 
very important to the successful and true execu- 
tion of a scale that you should start firmly and 
well upon the second note in ascending and the 
seventh in descending; emphaside them, there- 
fore, slightly, and thi« will give you a sort of 
23 whica will carry your voice elastically over 

e other notes; for the attainment of tais manner 
of singing the scale [always employ No. 8, and 
you will find it very beneficial. 

I now wish to call your attention to a difficulty 
which assaile all voices, both uncultivated ana 
cultivated ones out of practice; that is the natural 
tendency which they have to let the last three de- 
grees of the descending scale tumble down the 
throat. Icall it natural because during m 
many years of teaching I have never had a pupil 
who had not this habit more or less; and 1 think 
it results from the fact that, in ascending a scale, 
one feels the necessity of constantly urging or 
pushing the notes upward, while in coming down 
that effortis relaxed, and the tone fall back into 
‘the throat with the thoughts. In going up a scale 
you should always round vour tones a little, 
and your mouth also; in coming down, when you 
reach the third degree, draw back the corners of 
the mouth in a similar position, and this Will of 
itself keep the tones up in their places. After you 
have acquired the nabit of singing your scale in 
perfect tune, and of bringing your tones all for- 
ward, then you may keep one position of mouth. 
These directions which I have given vou are but 
the scaffold that aids in the construction of the 
building; when the edifice is completed the props 
may be taken away; waenever you wish to repair a 
part or the whole, however, you must have re- 
course to them again. 

In answer to those who ask, When do you 
begin to develop the voice to strengthen it?” I an- 
wer, not until | have given it all the agility or 
execution of which it is capable, and every voice, 
if managed rightly, is capable of gaining rapid 
executiona,-—some, of course, more easily tban 
others, but no ope need despair who wiil study 
agility before attempting in the least to gain 
strength. All exercises for rapid running pas- 
sages should be taken clearly but lightiy. partic- 
ularly on the middie and upper tones; a robust so- 
prance, or even a contralto. should practice ler 
runs rather below than above a moderate intensity 
of voice; anda light Goprano should touch each 
tone delicately and distinctly. It has always 
seemed to me that the relation between giving 
agility or strength to a voice is the same as the 
method for light or that for heavy Agen. to

The Aquarium. —| would say to Spring and oth- 
ers who have asked questions regarding aquarium 
matters, that 1 na ve one tant in which the golden 
carp and other aquatic ammals have lived in health 
for several years, and I never change the water, 
excepting to replenish once every few weeks the 
loss of water from evaporation. allow one ani- 
mal from two to four inches in len to each gal- 
lon of water. Arrange and stock an aquarium 
(whether marine or fluvial), allow the water to be- 
come healthy; then leave it alone.“ I read this 
advice of Shirley Hibbard’s many years ago, and 
have never since nad any trouble excepting that 
occasioned by carelessness. It is an essential 
principie of the aquarium that the water must 
never be changed, and that no artificial means 
must be resorted to whereby to maintain life, but 
that such a perfect balance shall be established be- 
tween the reciprocating actions of animal and veg- 
etadle life that the changing of the water becomes 
a matter of convenience, never of necessity. It 
may, perhaps, be changed once every vear or two, 
for the purpose of washing she sand and pebbles in

This rock- 
work is life to your fish, inasmuch as soon it wiil 
become covered witn thousands of the minute 
aguatic plants which keep the water in healtn. 
Until this ie the case, put a calla or two, some 
vallisparia (that most valuable of all water plants).

the trades cantias, or our old lydimmachia num 
mularia (moneycoot), answering the purpose. In- 
deed, one winter, in getting up a tank for some 
young fry, I used a healthy, well-rooted sweet- 
potato, hela up by a wire ring hung over one knob 
of the tank, and I never had a more successful 
aquarium nor a more lovely sight, for in a few 
weeks a wire arch over the tank was covered with 
young tender leaves of the most exquisite shape 
and coior. 

Until the back and ends of the glass become 
completely coated with green, paste a piece of 

reen tissue paper over the outside, but keep the 
ront glass perfectly clean by a daily wiping witha 
clean mop kept for this special purpose. Always 
keep snails in your tank if possibie, bat if you 
have an ee! you will have occasion to replenish 
every few days. 

Feed twice each week in winter and thrice or 
even daily in summer, using small angle- worms, or 
very minute bits of fresh, tender beet occasionaliy, 
relying on the wafer or fish-food of Greenword s 
for the regular feed. Use great care to only 
@upply suficient for the meal, for an over-aband- 
ance will only remain to become sour and produce 
disease. Sweet, new bread is harmless. Never 
allow the temperature to rise above fifty degrees, 
and the ice may form without risk. ionce bad a 
tank to freeze almost to the bottom, dut even the 
gold fish could be seen flying around beneatu the 
eight inches of ice. J was more alarmed for my 
Elass than for the ; 

If the water becofhes very warm during summer, 
drop-ſu some pieces of ice, or wet a thick cloth or 
blanket in coid water and wrap around the tank. 
Keep the stand neara northeast or west window, 
and give fresh air in abundance, bat do not allow 
the sun toshine on the water for too long a time in 
warm weather. 

For a year past I have had one fresh-water tank 
in a south bay-window, protected only by the vines 
and plants in the window-boxes, and four large 

old ana stiver carp, with a tiny tartle and an eel, 

ave lived there in fine condition, but the glass is 
80 heavily coated with conferve that it waves on 
the water an inch in length. 

The conferve oscellstorces, vaucheria ungeri, 


cowe of themselves into every tank or globe that 
is left undisturbed, will soon afford abuadance of 
life-giving principle to sustain all the animals in 
fine condition. 

This suoject of aquaria is one of unlimited en- 
joyment and improvement, but I would say to you, 
do not be satisded with a few gold or silver carp. 
Get the playful minnows that will take hold of 
your inger and play with you like kittens. Those 
droll Mormons, the sticklebacks, of which there 
are seven varieties and whica will live alike in salt 
or fresh water, and which, from the time of his 
nest-building until his wives deposit their eggs 
and the young fry appear, is an object worthy of 
close study. Space forbids or I wonld deserbe 
their course of conduct which a set of mine exhib- 
ited. Besides these there are many other of our 
fish which are well worthy of the aquarium, and 1 
would not be without newts, small turtle, water- 
spiders, iarve of many kinds, water-beeties, the 
beteroptera (or water-bugs), etc., etc. If I can 
do no better I use a set of glass jars, and with 
these and a common pocket-lens see many wonder- 
fal sichts.

And we do not like the suggestion of sending our 
maiden sisters or bachelor brothers toa hotel or 
boarding-house whena little glimpse of a happy 
home will do their hearts good and help to make 
their lives more earnest, mort aatural. And is it 
coueistent to expect one woman to do the 
work for such a family and in such 
a house., or even for a family of five or six, and 
not break down’? I would not advise any woman 
totry it. If the family must be away, or entirely 
waited on (unless sick), they must be earning 
something, and can pay their share of the ex- 
penses; if not, then let them put their shoulder to 
the wheel and help, and taey will gain by it, too, 
in many ways. 

I think it better to keep a good, steady girl—the 
kind I have; will seep no other. Keep tne work 
done up, yourself in good temper—your home a 
comfortable resting- place for your family. See 
that nothing is wasted in gathering up the frag- 
ments and 1 away. Make the warmed- 
up dishes look nice and taste good. They are 
oft n better than when first cooked, as sometimes 
second love is better than first. I like a clean, 
bright kitchen, and pantry, and celler, as well as 
decorated walis, easy chairs, and warm, cosy cor- 
ners. A bright. pleasant home, where love 
abounds, is the delight of the tired husbands and 
sons coming home from work, study, or play. But 
a faded, tired mother and wife, who must be in 
tne kitchen just when they are in the house, does 
not rest them.

From Brownis, Lrons, Iowa. —I must send Pil- 
grim a few recipes, Castle pudding: Two eggs, 
their weight in butter, flour, and white sugar; put 
the batter in a pan before the fire till half melted; 
then beat to a cream; beat the eggs (yolks and 
whites) together for ten minutes; mix gently with 
the butter, add the sugar, and then the flour by 
degrees; add a very little nutmeg and lemon- peel; 
half fill cups and bake in a slow oven half an hour. 

Cream tartlets: Make a paste with the white of 
one and yolks of three eggs, one Ounce of sugar, 
one ounce of butter, a pinch of salt, and flour suf- 
ficient to make into a paste; work it lightly; roll 
out to the thickness of a quarter of an inch, line 
some patty-pans with it, fil with uncooked rice, 
and bake in a moderate oven until done; remove 
the rice and fill with jam or preserves, and at the 
top place a spoonful of whipped cream. 

Cocoanut viecuit: Ten of sifted sugar, three 
eggs, six of grated cocoanut; whisk the eggs until 
very light, add tae sugar, then the cocoanut; put 
a tablespoonfual on wafer- paper in form of pyramid, 
put the paper om tins, and bake in ratner cool 
oven; keep in tin canisters. Honey-cakes: . Mix 
a quart of strained honey with half a pound of 
powdered sugar, and half a pound fresh butter, and 
the juice of two oranges or lemons; warm slightly, 
just enough to soiten the butter; beat the mixture 
very hard. adding a grated nutmeg; mix in grad- 
ually two pounds or less of floar, make into dough 
stiff enough to roll out easily, beat it well all over 
with rolling-pia, roll half an inch thick, cut with 
a tumbler dipped frequently in flour, lay them on 
shallow tins slightly buttered, and bake well.

From Stornm, Jotrer.—For the benefit of Pil- 
grim, dainty individual, I send the following 


recipes: 

Orange custerd—Boil the rind of half a good 
orange very tender, then beat it till itis dne; add 
to ita spoonful of the best brandy, the juice of 
an orange, a quarter of a pound of loaf sugar, and 
the yolks of four eggs; beat well for ten minutes, 
then pour in by degrees a pint of boiling cream; 
keep beating as you pour into your cups. Set the 
cups in an earthen dish of hot water; let them 
stand tillthey are set; then take them out and 
spread preserved orange pee! over the top of each 
cup, and serve hot or cold, according te taste. 

Cabinet pudding—bButtér a mold well, slice 
some citron, and cut it in any ianacy shape and 
piace it tastefully on the bottom; place some 
raisins to imitate flowers, stars, etc.; put over 
them a layer of sponge cake, cut in strips of any 
length and about half an inch thick; on the cake 
— a layer of citron, candied fruits of several 

nds, also some raisins; then another layer of 
cake, some more fruits, and so on, till the mold is 
nearly full. Set about a pint of milk on the fire 
and take it off as soon as it rises. Mix well na 
bow! three ounces of sugar with three yolks of 
eggs, then turn the milk into the bowl little by lit- 
tle, stirring and mixing the le, and pour over 
the cake and fruits in the m ~The mixture must 
be poured over in sprinkling, and it must nearly 
cover the whole. or within balf an inen. It must 
not be poured over slowly, for, the cake absorbing 
the liquor pretty fast, you would have too much of 
it. Place the mold in a pan of cold water so that 
the mold is about one-third covered by it; set on 
the fre, and as soon as it boils place the waole 
(pan and mold) in an oven at about 380 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and cake. It takes one hour to bake. 
When done, place a dish over the mold. turn up- 
side down, remove the mold, and serve with a 
sauce for puddings. I trust they will be of use to 
you, Pilgrim.

EVASIONS OF THE POSTAL Law. 

The Boston publishers, in presenting thvir ar- 
guments to the Post-Office Committee of the 
two Houses in favor of the bill for the new ciass- 
ification of mail-matter, have shown very con- 
clusively in what particulars the present law is 
evaded. The principal object of the new bill is 
thus defined by one of them: 
The t principle for which this bill is designed 
is to dan Biers. The three points that are 
specially made in this bill are: 
First, a uniformity on all newspaper and periodi- 
cal publications which are autuorized to be sent at 
pound rates, or the privileged rates. 
The second point is uniformity at all Post- 


Offices. 
Tee third point is uniformity for all copies ad- 
dressed singly and matled by the pudlisner from 


} the office of publication. 


How periodicals evade the law is explained in 
the following statement: 

By the present law, monthlies published in the 
larger cities, where the Post-Office is a letter-car- 
rier office, pay an excessive rate of postage on al! 
copies delivered in the city of publication. For 
example, take a monthly weighing just over two 
ounces, and I take the oldest monthly in the United 
States as an illuetratifa, and that is the Mission- 
ary Herald, which sends out over 100,000 copies 
every month. There are 1,000 subscribers in the 
City of Boston, where itis published. Mailed in 
Boston to them, they have to pay a postage of $240, 
$50 postage would be charged if sent to 

n isco, and delivered in any portion of 
that city, or in any other city of the United States, 
with free delivery at all other letter-carrier 
offices. The Government 8 transporta- 
tion 1,000, 2,000, or 3, miles, and 
deliver mail-matter for $50, on 

$240, without transportation, 
city where pabdlished. The int is just here: 
Brookline is not in the postal-district of ton. 
Bostun has twenty-three stations, and covers a 
portion of two counties, Suffolk and Middlesex, 
includigg the Cities of Chelsea, Somerville, and 
Boston. I can take that edition of 1, 000 subdscrib- 
ers, send them two miles and a half to the Brook 
line Post-Office, mail them back into Boston, and 
save $190 by the operation. 

Senator Kirkwood—Tell me how that occars. 

Mr. Sheitdon—Precisely in this way: The pres- 
ent law prevents under the privile rate the de- 
livery of that monthly in Boston. You must pay 

t-class rate; that is, two cents must be paid 
upon every copy, if it is only to be delivered right 
under the shadow of the publishing-house, while 
I can take the 1,000 copies of that monthly. and 
do them in a package, and send them by express 
to Brookline, and mail them back into Boston, and 
make the carriers distribute them in every street 
of Boston, for $50. 

Mr. Sheidon—No; they change the rate from 
three cents a pound to two cents a copy. 

Sen*tor Hamlin—It remunerates the Govern- 
meut in that locality for the carrier-service? 

Mr. Sheldon—That ia the object of it. It raises 
the actual rate from 500 to 700 per cent, according 
to the weight of the — 8 

The Chairman — Within the delivery? 

Mr. Sheldon—Yea, sir. Now one illustration on 
the question of circulars. Take circulars, four 
printed slips, technically we ng just over a half- 
ounce. They can be mailed in Boston to any other 
office, and be delivered foronecent. A thousand 
costs $10; but the same number mailedin Boston, 
to be delivered in Boston, costs us $40; so that the 
more service is rendered the less pay is demanded, 
and the less service the more pay. 

Senator Kirkwood—State that again, please. 
Mr. Sheldon—Four siips put into an envelope 
weighing just over a half-ounce, would de delivered 
anywhere else, except in Boston or New York, or 
any other point where they were received, 1, 000 of 
them for $10, — that is, one cent for each envelope; 
but. if they were sent in Boston, if mailed there, 
it would require one cent for each slip, or four 
cents for the same number ir the envelope of the 
same weight, and would cost, of course, the man 
sending them $40. He takes them out to Brookline 
and maile them back into Boston. and has the au- 
vantage of the free delivery in Boston, for $10. 

Mr. Biseell—The present law requires that the 
circulars sent out from a free-delivery office shall 
be sent at the rate of one cent for two ounces, but. 
where delivered within the free delivery, there 
shall be paid one cent a circular. 


THE SCHOOLS.

Cu1caGo, March 29.—A friend of the teachers 
has spoken in their behalf, so still another 
friend may say a word. The proposition to 
close the schools one week earlier this summer, 
and thus save expenses, was deemed by many 
a wise suggestion. For though it would entail 
upon the teachers a loss of $20 and over from 
their salaries, they could many of them leave 
for their nomes one week earlier, and tnus save 
their board for one week: Now, however, 
comes the invitation (5), equivalent to a com- 
mand, to teach that week without salary, and 
pay their own board! If they receive any pay 
for past work, it is to be given in certificates, 
on which they must suffer a discount of 10 or 
U per cent, while those who discount them for 
teachers get their full value by using them 
for taxes. To complete the insult, the 

of Education and Common Council 
magnanimously state that the salaries of teach- 
ers will not be reduced! Sixty or seventy dol- 
lars lost in six months on certificates, fif- 
teen or twenty lost by a week’s teaching for 
nothing, $6 for board during that week, and 
car-rides to boot!

EASTER-GAMES IN GERMANY. 
St. Nicholas for Apriit. 

Easter Monday is looked upon as a grand holl- 
day by the peasantry in many parts of Ger- 
many. Weddings are often deferred to this 
day, and many village games are reserved for 
this season. The lads and lassies all appear in 
their gala costumes; the girls with short, dark 
skirts, braided with gold or silver, snowy aprons 
and full white sleeves, bright colored bodices 
and odd little caps; the boys with knee-breeches, 
white stockings, low shoes, and scarlet or yellow 
vests, the solid gold or silver buttons on which 
are often their whole inheritance. But when 
thev are dancing gavly together on the green, 
they look a good dea? happier than if they were 
little Kings and Queens. 

Games vary in different villages throughout 
the country, but one example wili give some 
idea of what they are like. 

Two of the leading young men of the place 
take entire charge of the day’s amusements, se- 
lecting for the purpose as the scene of festivi- 
ties some inn or Wirthschafi. to which is at- 
tached a large garden or meadow. 

For several preceding evenings, when work is 
over, they go about from house to house, dress- 
ed in their best, and carrying large baskets on 
their arms. Everywhgre they are kindly re- 
ceived, and bread with wine or cider is placed 
before them. While they eat and drink the 
baskets are quietly slipped away by some mem- 
ber of the family, a generous donation of eggs 
is placed within them, and they are secretiy 
returned to their places. The eggs are not 
asked for, neither are they alluded to in any 
way; but the object of the visit is well under- 
stood and prepared for long beforehand. 

When Monday morning dawns, the ino is 
found to rave been gayly decorated with gar- 
lands of green and flowers, and flutteriag rib- 
bons of many colors. The tree nearest the 
house is ornamented in like manner, and on it 
the prize to be centended for conspicuously 
hangs. On the smooth grass hard by a strip, a 
few feet wide and perhaps a hundred long, has 
been roped in, and at either end of this narrow 
plot a large, shallow, round-bottomed basket, 
called a Manne, is placed, one filled with chaff 
and the other with eggs, dozens upon dozens, 
cooked and raw, white and colored. 

The plan of the peculiar game which follows 
is that one player is pitted to run a given dis- 
tance, while another safely throws the eggs 
from one besket to the other, he who first com- 
pletes his task being, of course, the winner. 
Accordingly, when the young men and maidens 
have arrived, two leaders draw lots to deter- 
mine who shall run and who shall throw. 
That decided, the contestants are gayly decked 
with ribbons, a band strikes up a lively air, a 
capering clown \clears the way, and the game 
begins. He who throws takes the eggs, and 
one aiter another swiftiy whirls them the 
length of the course, and into the chaff- 
filled basket, which is held in the hands 
of an assistant. Occasionally he makes 
a diversion 15 pitching a hard one to be 
scrambled for by the crowds of children who 
have assembled to see the sport. Meantime 
(while wagers are laid as to who will likely win) 
the other contestant speeds the distance of a 
mile or two to an appointed goal, marks it as 
proof of his having touched it, and if he suc- 
ceeds in returning before all the eggs are 
thrown, the victory and the prize are his, other- 
wise they belong to his opponent. The game 
finished, the prize is presented to the victor 
with due ceremony and amid the cheers of the 
crowd; the hard eggs are distributed among 
the company, and the raw ones carried up- 
roariously into the neighboring mn, there to be 
cooked in various ways and eaten. 

The remainder of the day is spent in dancing 
and merrymaking, and if a 2 — can possi- 
bly be arranged to take place on that afternoon 
the fun is wilder than ever. 


CHEAP LIVING. 
Troy Times. 

The statement of a Hudson River physician, 
recently published in the Times, to the effect 
that when a student he attended lectures in 
New York and lived on $2.50 per week, is call- 
ing out skeptieal comments from contempora- 
ries here and there, who do not believe such ap 
achievement possible. But there is nothing im- 
probable in the statement, nor is the economy 
necessary to secure the result of the kind that 
pinches and famishes. A middle-aged geutle- 
man at our elbow, who entered an academy in 
Western New York about the year 1849, was 
one of a party of twenty or twenty-five stu- 
dents who clubbed ther for cheap hving. 
A lady, famous for @ housekeeping, was in- 
ti usted with the charge of the enter- 

rise. She hired a house, and furnished 
t with cooking utensile and kitchen and 
dining-room furniture. The students moved 
in, eacu contributing to the necessary furniture 
for his room. Then the parents furnished the 
supplies, each bringing whatever was most con- 
venient. Parents who were farmers brought 
flour, meat, butter, vegetables, fruit, wood, etc. ; 
merchants ugbt groceries, and a number who 
lived at a distance contributed the cash. Our in- 
formant was the son of a farmer living near the 
school, and be succeeded in turning in enough 
produce to cover all expenses, including the 
„two-and-sixpence“ (31 cents) per week which the 
housekeeper required from each student with 
which to pay house-rent, servant, fuel for cook- 
ing, and for her own services. Whatever was 
brought was duly credited at the full market 
price. When six months were up a balance was 
struck, and it was found that the cost of living 
for each student had deen exactiy 6s. 
Od. (84 cents) per week. Deducting the 
31 ceuts paid to the housekeeper, the cost of 
food consumed per student was 53 cents. 
It is proper to state also that the honse- 
keeper and ber two small children had their 
board from the same table. There was no par- 
simony in the management: on the contrary 
the table was unusually and turkeys an 
chickens from the farmers’ poultry yards were 
at least sem weekly visitauts. Prices in those 
days were from one-half to one-third as much 
as at present, butter 12}¢ cents; eggs aud sugar, 
6 cents; apples and potatoes, from 18 to 2 
cents; and good steak, from 6 to 10 cents. 
This statement will serve to show that supplies 
of the human stomach constitute but a small 
fraction of the cost of lifing in the modern

Miss Austen, 
Charlotte Bronte, Hume, and Fox, have ail re- 
corded the trouble they took. lasso was un- 
wearied in correcting ; so were Pope and Boileau. 
Even Macaulay, with all his fluency, did not dis- 
dain the appiication of the file; and there are 
certain passages in the first chapter of his his- 
tory which represent months ol patient re- 
visiou. There is a good tale told of Maluerbe, 
the French poet, which iilustrates very am using- 
ly the elaborate care he tovk with boeins. 
4 certain nobleman of his acquaintance had 
lost his wife and was auxious that Malherbe 
should dedicate an ode to ber memory and 
condole with him in verse ontbe loss he had 
sustained. Malherbe complied, but was so 
fastidious in bis composition that it was three 
years before the elegy was completed. Just be- 
fore he sent it in he was intepseiy chagrived to 
find that his noble friend had solaced himself 
with a new bride, and was, consequently, in no 
humor to be pestered with an elegy ou nis old 
one. The uniortunate poet, therefore, lost 
both bis pains and bis fee. So morbidly anxious 
was Cardinal Bembo about verbal correctness, 
that every poem he composed is said to have 
passed successively tarough forty portfolios, 
which represented the various stages toward 
completeness. The great Pascal affords another 
instance of similar literary couscientiousness. 
What he especially aimed at was brevity. He 
ounce apologised to a friend for writing him a 
long letter, on the ground that he had no time 
to make it shorter; aud the result is that his 
Provincial Letters scarcely yield to Tacitus, 
or to the Letters of Junius,” in concise epi- 
grammatic brilliancy.

LOSS OF NOSE AND EARS A MARK 
OF SUBJECTION. 

Herbert Spencer in Pupular- Science Monthly for Apri. 

Recent accounts from the East prove that 
some vanquished men deprived of their noses 
by their conquerors, either while obviously alive 
or when supposed to be dead, survive; and those 
who do so remain identifiable thereaiter as con- 


quered men. Consequently, the loss of a nose 


may become the mark of a slave; and, in some 


cases, it does this. Concerning certain ancient 
Central Americans, Herrera tells us that they 
challenged neighboring peoples when “they 
wanted slaves; if the other varty did not accept 
of the challenge, they ravaged their country and 
cut off the noses of the slaves.”’ And, describ- 
ing a war that went on during his captivity in 
Asbantee, Ramseyer says the Ashantees spared 
one prisoner, “ whose head was shaved, nose and 
ears cutoff, and himself made to carry the King’s 
drum.”’ 

Along with loss of nose occurs, in the last 
case, loss of ears, which naturally comes next 
to be dealt with. This is similarly interpretable 
as having originated from trophy-taking, and 
having in some cases survived; if not as a mark 
of ordinary slavery, still, as a mark of that other 
stavery which is oiten a punishment for crime. 
In ancient Mexico, “he who told a lie to the 

icular prejudice of another had a part of his 
ip cut off, aud sometimes his ears. Among 
the Honduras people, a thief had his goods con- 
fiscated, and, if the theft was very great, they 
cut off his ears and hands.“ One of the laws of 
an adjacent ancient people, the Miztecs, direct- 
ed the cutting off of an adulterer’s ears, nose, 
or lips’; and by some of the Zapotecas, 
„women convicted of adultery had their ears 
and noses cut off.

THE COURTS. 


A New Trial Refused in the Gage 
Case. 


The Eureka Company---Record of Judgments, New 
Suits, Diverces, Ete. 


In the case of R. E. Jenkins and C. Norman 
Fay, Assignees of A. B. Meeker, vs. The Eureka 
Coal Company, the Receiver, Horatio Pratt, 
filed a report yesterday setting out that imme- 
diately on his appointment he went to Braid- 
wood, where the Company’s mines are located, 
and took possession. Tae Company owns 805 
acres of land in Will, Grundy, and LaSalle 
Counties, 605 acres of which are situated in the 
heart of the best part of the Wilmington coal- 
field. At Braidwvod are an office, machine-shop, 
thirty small miners’ houses, tools, two miles of 
railroad-track belonging to the Company, and 
two shalts and coal mines, with houses and all 
the necessary boilers, engines, pumps, cars, ete., 
used in operating the mines. The Company 
also owns 100 new gondola cars. The mines 
are in complete order, well ventilated, etc., and 
are able with the two shafts to produce 1,000 
tons of coal a day at the minimum cost possible 
in the Wilmington coal field. At Marseilles the 
Company owns the coal under 200 acres of land, 
but it is not worked. In Chicago the Company 
owns an office, and coal wagons, horses, etc., 
worth $1,700. At Jelet it has an office and 
scale worth $500; and at Wilmington a sipilar 
outfit worth $75. There are open accounts, 
mostly long overdue, to the face value of $3,412.- 
80 due the Company, on which the Receiver 
has collected $1,325.40. The remainder he 
thinks of little value. The Eureka Company is 
a member of the Wilmington Coal Association, 
a combination of the four principal coal-mining 
companies of Braidwood, and, under the con- 
tract with the other companies, bad a right to 
produce 28 per cent of the coal purchased by the 
Association, and, in consideration thereof, as- 
signed all its coal contracts to the Association, 
and agreed not to sell coal on its own account. 
For the last six months and more the miners of 
the Eureka Company were on a strike, and the 
mines were being worked by miners from Vir- 
givia and other States. These men were 
very inefficient, and many only worked 
a short time, thus causing the Company great 
expense in bringing them here, and these trou- 
bles enhanced the cost of mining coal, and even 
rendered tae Association unable to fill its con- 
tracts from ite own mines and compelled it to 
buy outside at higher prices. The Association 
during the strike agreed to pay 15 vents a ton 
for coal mined, and in addition a sum equal to 
the actual cost of the labor employed in pro- 
ducing it, thus assuming a large part of the ex- 
pense of the contest with the strikime miners. 

The Receiver thought it would be very advan- 
tageous to keep in the Association tor the follow- 
ing reasons: The Eureka Company's property 
in the present depressed condition of affairs 
would have little value if it were deprived of 
the outlet for its product furnished by the As- 
sociation, and thus forced to buiid up a new and 
independent business. Moreover, the Company, 
when the Receiver took charge, had ouly 
$246.96 un band, and a credit on the books of 
the Association of $2,273.34, while its pay-rolis 
for Septernber and a part of August, amountin 
to about $5,035.25, were unpaid. By means o 
the Association, sowever, the Receiver obtained 
an advance of sufficient to pay the men, agree- 
ing to repay the overdraft out of the 
first receipts above operating expenses. 
Since Nov. 28, when the old 
miners resumed work the Company has made 
money, and has paid the overdraft, the interest 
on some bonds due. the anpual insurance, and 
also bought some necessary fixtures and mate- 
rial. The taxes for 1877 have not been paid, 
having been contested on the ground of illegal- 
itv. There are also a large number of suits by 
miners for wages pending aud undetermined 
against the Company, which are to be considered 
part of its liability.

THE GAGE CASE. 

The motion for new trial iu the cise of the 
City vs. David A. Gage and his bondsmen was 
argued yesterday before Judge Rogers, and 
overruled by him. 

Mr. Jewett, on behalf of Gace and his 
sureties. was the only ove who made any argu- 
ment, and the gist of his remarks was that, first. 
the jury had neglected to follow the instructions 
of the Judge in the matter of computation of 
interest; and, second, that some new evidence 
had been discovered which would materiaily af- 
fect the case. Mr. Jewett first read the ajlfida- 
vits of C. G., Wilson, & former attache of the City 
Law Department, to the effect that 

Tuley, the Corporation Counsel in 
1878. his assistant, J. W. Ciyde, and 
he (Wilson) knew that the Gage bond was void 
— that Mr. Tuley and Clyde admitted that 
the citv could never recover anything under 
it. The affidavit of Lucy E. Civde, widow ot J. 
W. Clyde, was also read, in which she stated 
that her nusband, the assistant in the city Law 
Department referred to above, had told ner the 
bond was invalid. 

Mr. Jewett then went on with his argument. 
He said it might be true the suit was technical- 
ly on a penal bond, but the bond was only given 
as security, and the suit was really on an open 
account, and, judging from the wav in which 
the sureties had delended the suit, it appeared 
to be nct so much a question of money as of 
legal liability. Even though some of them dia 
not expect to be able to respond in dam- 
ages, they did not want a judgment 
of $500,000 hanging over their heads. But be 
did not intend to review the legal questions of 
the case. They had been exhaustively argued 
on the trial, but the defendants had been 
unfortunate in not co cing the Court of the 
trath of their position. Mr. Jewett then went 
on to argue that the jury, by returning a rer- 
dict tor the city for the amount claimed with- 
out mierest, had dis the instructions 
of the Court, in which tney were directed to 
allow interest. The finding of the jury, also, 
in regard tothe execution of the was 
plainly contrary to evidence. The weight of 
testimony was strongly in favor of the defend- 
ants’ position that Mr. Tuley had notice 
that the bond was signed in blank, 
but was very forgetiul on that 
point. The counsel also insisted that the Court 
erred in refusing the instruction asked by the 
defense to the effect that notice to the Assistant- 
Attorney, Clyde, was notice to the duty, anda 
number of cases were cited * this. 

The Corporation Counsel not appear to be 
anxious to make any argument, and the Judge 
then decided the motion. 

He said that he had thought a good deal over 
this Clyde matter. and felt well satisfied that 
the instructions given were correct.
